then. In fact the opposition to i 
growing, therefore, and because of dis- 
coveries such as the //era/d treats of in 
the article reprinted by us, the Com- 
missioners should not be in haste to be- 
gin the work. 
~ The plan of draining into the sea is 
not approved of by the best engineers. 
A leading scientific journal recently 
stated that no system of that kind had 
ever proved a success and instanced 
that of London with others to demon- 
strate the truth of its statement. In 
Germany «a stringent law prohibits 
emptying any drainage into contiguous 
waters. 

No doubt exists in our mind but that 
long before the Metropolitan plan of 
Boston and Suburban drainage ean 
carried out a better way of disposing of 
the sewerage than that contemplated by 
the Commission, that is, sending it out 
somewhere beyond Point Shirley to be 
washed direetly buck to the shores, will 
be discovered and a vast sum of money 
saved by its application to this great 
sanitary undertaking.

Utilizing Sewage. 


A new method of utilizing sewage has 
recently been tried in) London, which 
holds out the promise of going a long 
way toward solving some of the troubles 
which have hitherto stood in the way of 
a handling of this waste substance. By 
the so-called “Amines” process sewage 
matter can be disinfeeted by the use of 
a cheap waste product, at a cost for the 
entire municipal district of London of 
not more than $625,000 annually, or 15 
cents per head of population, That, on 
the same basis, would be for Boston 
about $60,000 a year, or no more than is 
now paid for the labor of pumping our 
sewage matter into the sea, with the 
result of contaminating to a greater or 
less degree the sea-washed liuuds in the 
vicinity of our city. The Amines process 
is so called from the chemical group of 
ammonia compounds, some of which are 
found in various waste products. It con- 
sists of the addition of a mixture of milk 
of lime and herring brine to the sewage 
in its flow. This instantly removes the 
unpleasant sewage odor, ind, after stand- 
ing half an hour in the tanks, which are 
six feet deep, the solid matter entirely 
subsides, and the eilluent is perfectly 
clear and ready to be drawn off. Careful 
analyses of the effluent and sludge show 
that both have been completely disin- 
fected, so much so that it is impossible 
to cultivate any micro-organisms in the 
former. It is claimed that these good 
results are permanent, and that ad- 
mixture with river water or keeping for 
length of time will not affeet the 
product trom the Amines process, It is 
also stated that the effluent, when diluted 
with more than ten times its volume ot 
water, is harmless to fish life, but as it 
contains in solution fertilizing principles, 
it may with advantage be applied to 
irrigation. The merits of this plan of 
treating sewage appear to be so great 
that it would certainly be well that our 
sewerage commission, before going to 
the work of building an immense system 
to carry sewage matter to the sea, 
should carefully study into the merits of 
this new process, for the purpose of 
seeing whether it cannot be applied in 
this country.

The Woburn Home for Aged Women. 


This institution located in the old Tidd 
homestead at No. Woburn was dedicated 
with appropriate ceremonies on Monday, 
Oct. The programme made out by 

‘the Dedication Committee, of which Mrs. 

Mary Shaw was Chairman and Mrs, 
Sophia L, Hevey was Secretary, and 
published in THe Woburn JOURNAL, 
was carried out with a completeness and 
success that highly pleased all who had 
anything to do with the notable occasion 
either as visitors or participants, and 
reflected much credit on the skill and 
fidelity of the ladies who had the affair 
in charge. 

The day opened inauspiciously for the 
eelebration but towards noon the wind 
shifted into the N. W., the rain ceased, 
the clouds broke away letting fall 
occasional bursts of genial sunshine, and 
although the atmosphere was a little 
damp and chilly, it would not be grateful 
to complain of the weather that was 
provided for pleasantly observing the 
event of the day as a whole. A plenty 
of fast-running, well-warmed street cars 
which Sept. Sewell of the N. W. 8. R. 
Oo. furnished f + passenger transporta- 
tion up and down rendered the transit 
each way something really to be enjoyed. 
Supt. Sewell was the object of warm 
benedictions for the excellent accommo- 
dations he gave the great crowds of 
people who attended the dedication and 
richly did he deserve them. 

The large, roomy house which contains 
the “Home” was crowded with  repre- 
sentatives of the best people of Woburn, 
Winchester, Stoneham, Burlington and 
elsewhere from garret to cellar and every 
body was in the best of humor. As 
spectators and listeners ladies were in 
the fullest foree, but many gentlemen 
interested in the humane cause were 
present. The numerous rooms were made 
comfortable with steam heat, but out on 
the lawns and piazzas where some 
people were obliged to remain on account 
of the jam inside it was not so agreeable, 
and a few thought the conditions of 
heat and cold were favorable to pneu- 
monia, 

The whole house was profusely and 
beautifully decorated for the occasion 
with rare flowers, plants, ferns, mosses, 
autumn leaves, evergreen boughs and 
other bright and beautiful products of 
hothouse and grove, while the exterior 
of the building was gay in bunting in 
the shape of flags, streamers, festoous 
and knots, chinese lanterns, ete, the 
whole making a very attractive show of 
skill aud taste. In the main hall was 
suspended a fine crayon portrait of Mr, 
William Tidd, the generous donor of his 
birthplace and scenes of his childhood 
to the corporation of the Home, which 
was presented by his niece, Miss Kosanna 
B. Tidd, in token of her regard for the 
institution and esteem for her relative 
to whose noble generosity the corpora- 
tion is indebted for its supurb shelter. 
A deed of the property from Mr. Tidd 
to the Managers of the Home also hung 
in the hall. The ladies who had charge 
of the decorations 1t must be admitted 
did their part admirably. 

A generous collation was provided by 
a committee of which Mrs. Sarah Simonds 
was Chairman, and they also discha 
the duties of their office to the sati 
tion of all who surrounded the ; 
mid were fed, The general reception 
committee, which post was not a sinecure 
by any means, looked carefully after the 
comfort and pleasure of the guests. 

Rey. Daniel D. Winn, who was the 
author of the adinirable historical sketch 
of the Home so well and satisfactorily 
read by Mrs. Sophia L. Hovey, com- 
menced it by saying: “The Woburn 
Home for Aged Women had its origin 
in want and helplessness,” and after 
pathetically reciting the sorrows of a 
poor, unfortunate woman of our town 
and the means which Mrs. Mary Shaw 
adopted to relieve and help her, he 
brought the conception of the idea of 
such an jnstitution and its origin home 
to the mind of Mrs, Shaw and gave her 
the credit of taking the initiatory steps 
towards the organizing of it, and the 
records fully bear out his assertions. 
And so community have come to regard 
Mrs. Shaw as the pioneer in the grand 
movement for establishing an Old Lady's 
Home here, as she is also regarded as 
one of its most active, untiring and 
jiberal patrons. By the way, the his- 
torjceal sketch mentioned was carefully 
and admirably written by Rev. Mr. Winn, 
@and as one of the most valuable of the 
adledicatory productions it ought to be 
put in privé and carefully preserved. 
So also do the other literary products of 
the occasion merit preservation, 

On taking the chair President of 
the Day Col. William ‘T. Grammer made 
an appropriate s Which was fol- 
jowed by other es in the order 
printed in the programme. They were 
held in the parlor of the Home. The 
address of welcome was made by Miss 
Susan KE, Edgell who is President of the 
Board of Managers of the Home. We 
lip these few facts from the historical 
paper read by Mrs. Hovey: 

“The first meeting was held Oct. 5, 
1888, 15 ladies being present, when it was 
voted to establish the home. At a later 
meeting officers were elected, and in 
February, 1887, an act of incorporation 

yas granted by the Legislature. In 
April, 1887, the home received $2000 by 
the will of Mrs. Mary J, Keyes. In 
November, 1888, the home also received 
by the will of Miss Ruth M, Leathe, 
sister of Mrs. Keyes, $20,000 a8 a perma- 
nent fund, In April, 1889, Mr, Tidd pre- 

sented the real estate for the home. 

‘The inmates of the Home are; Mrs, 
Annie B. Morse, Miss Sarah Winship, 
Mrs. Elvira Butters, Miss Jydia Con- 
verse, Mrs. Rebecca Allen, Mrs. Elvira

Keith, ‘There is one boarder, The 
matron is Mrs, Matilda Remson, a lady 
yemarkably well fitted for the position.”

The grand suceess of the first Fair and 
Exhibition of the recently organized 
Burlington Agricultural Society, Thurs- 
day, Oct. 3 has been the chief theme of 
conversation during the week. A large 
number of people attended, coming in 
barges and carriages from neighboring 
towns and from a distance, The exhibi- 
tion in the ‘Town. Llall was especially 
fine, Messrs, ©, HL Watker and J. 
Hutchinson had beautiful exhibitions of 
flowers and the room was tastefully 
decorated by Mr. Walker, On the plat. 
form was displayed a large collection of 
historic relics, Antique furniture, and 
sets of china belonging to the past cen- 
tury were conspicuous in this department. 
Few towns can show a more varied collec- 
tion, Capt. J. FP. Rice showed a case of 
curious articles from foreign countries 
and ©. G, Foster also contributed a col- 
lection of curiosities and rare and yalu- 
ble books, On one side of the hall was 
a tine display of oil painting and needle

Ile was, however, the first 
masteremployed by thetown,and in 1674 
he was hired by the selectmen to tech 
biger children and Allen Conuars’ wife 
to tech leser children” and they were | 
allowed one pound between them for | 
their services, Ile died in 1691. He 
left no will and no letter of adminis- 
tration on his estate appears to have 
been issued by the Probate Court. by

A Valuable Gift of Classical Books. 

Friends of the University will learn 
with pleasure that the college library 
has recently been increased by the gift 
of some 500 volumes from the library 
of the late Prof. John H. Wheeler of 
the University of Virginia. ‘The gift 
was made by his widow, formerly a 
Miss Johnson of Newbury in this State, 
who was lately married to Mr. Albert 
Kk. Pillsbury of Boston. ‘Lhe books so 
given comprise a number of choice edi- 
tions of Greek and Latin classics, and 
belong entirely in the department of 
classical philology, They form an ex- 
ceedingly valuable addition to the lib- 
rary, aud it is pleasant to know that 
these aids and fruits of a scholarly lite, 
ended before it had reached its prime, 
have found their way to our State Uni- 
versity. Mr. Wheeler, their former 
owner, was a scholar of very unusual

The Summer Heat, 

The original source of the summer's 
heat is the sun, but many local causes 
tend to modify and vary the action, 
The earth is really farther from the 
sun in summer than in winter, so that 
the warm weather does not depend 
upon the greater proximity of the 
source of heat. It is due to the fact 
that in summer the northern hemis- 
phere is turned more directly towards 
the sun, so that it receives its rays in 
a more vertical direction, while in win- 
ter it is turned farther away, and the 
oblique heat rays are unable to raise 
the temperature to any great degree. 
The varying length of the days is also 
an important element, as the long 


| days of summer allow the earth to be 
| exposed for a longer time to the influ- 


ence of the source of heat. 

The thermal summer, that is, the 
period of greatest heat, does not corre- 
spond with the astronomical summer, 
On June21 the sun's rays are most 
nearly yertical, and the earth is ex- 
posed to their influence for a greater 
woportion of the twenty-four hours, 
Dut the hottest weather is not general- 
ly experienced till about a month la- 
ter, aud, similarly, the greatest cold 
does not occur until after the winter 
solstice, A certain amount of time is 
necessary for the increasing heat of 
the approaching summer to counter- 


j} act thecold of the preceding winter, 


and vice versa, <A similar delay is no- 
ticed in the daily fluctations of tem- 
perature; the hottest part of the day is 
hot at noon, but about 3 o'clock, while 
the lowest temperature of the night is 
reached in the early morning howrs,— 
Popular Science News.

The Carbons in the Glass Globea, 

Let us next turn to the glass blow- 
ing department, where hundreds of 
girls are employed in all the delicate 
and ekiliful manipulations involved in 
the glassworks of these lamps, 

The first step is to take two minute 
pieces of platinum wire, one end of 
each having been shaped into a little 
socket capable of holding: the enlarged 
end of the carbon filament; and after 
mounting them in asmall lathe chuck, 
to wind melted glass from a glass rod, 
heated in a glass blower's lamp, 
around these platinum wires until 
they are for some distance imbedded 
in glass and formed into a structure 
such as is seen at the lower part of the 
ordinary ineandescent lamps. Into 
these lampsand platinum supports are 
then inserted the large ends of the car 
von filament, 

In the meantime small glass flasks, 
made by the thousands at the glass 
works, are passed through a variety of 
manipulations by which a small glass 
tube is attached to what would be the 
bottom of each flask, and its neck is 
shaped so as to receive the glass sock- 
et carrying the platinum wires and 
carbon filament, At the proper time 
this socket is dropped into the prepar 
ed flask, and by manipulation with 
the glass blower’s lamp and a sleight 
of hand which is simply marvelous, 
the glass socket, with its carbon fila- 
ment and connecting wires, is sealed, 
by fusion of the glass itself, into the 
neck of the flask. The girl holds in 
her left hand the glass flask by the 
glass tube which has been attached to 
it, and in her right hand the shears 
with which she at times holds and 
shapes the glass socket and neck of 
the flask, 

The next thing to be done with the 
lamps is to exhaust them, For this 
purpose they are attached by the smal] 
glass tubes before mentioned to radi- 
ating glass connectors, and these in 
turn are attached to the pumps, while 
ut the sume time electric connections 
are made so that currents can be 
sent through the filaments of the 
lamps while they are being exhausted 
by the pumps.—President Henry Mor- 
ton in Seribner'’s Magazine. 


Bear Shooting In India, 

I was once present at a great fair at 
the capital town. Whilo at its height 
a bear was viewed on the neighboring 
hillside. I hurried up with my _ rifle 
and shot him from above between the 
shoulders, but, instead of dropping, 
he rushed headlong into the middle of 
the fairand squatted ina bush, The 
people foolishly crowded round and 
so prevented my getting ashot. Pres- 
ently he rushed forth, and, passing a 
grain dealer's shop, he gave the own- 
eraslap on the taB6 and passed on, 
but that slap took out a semicircle of 
his jaw with seven teeth attached! 
The man's nerves were so little affect- 
ed that he presently held up the piece 
of jaw for our inspection when we 
visited him at the hospital, and he was 
at his work again in a few days. 

The bear was soon dispatched after 
he left the poor grain dealer, Though 
the deadly wound I gave the bear fail- 
ed to stop him, I was more fortunate 
with another bear which I got a shot 
at going at full gallop, and I rolled 
him over with one shot, so that he 
never moved again.

Stalking bears is just a trifle tame, 
us they are so easiky approached and 
afford so large a mark, but driving 
them is more exciting.

kinds of varnish, At the dairy prod- 
uct show at Agricultural hall in 1884, 
three prizes were awarded for eggs 
preserved in the following manne 
1. Eggs which had been dipped twice 
ina solution of gum arabic and then 
dried, enveloped in paper and kept in 
bran. 2. Nees which had been rub- 
bed in lard and then kept in dry salt. 
8. Eggs coated with a composition of 
mutton and beef suet and then wiped 
by a dry cloth.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

At the request of various persons who 
were present at the late Dedication of 
the Home for Aged Women I send to 
you for use the substance of the Address 
I made on that occasion. 

L. ‘T1ompson. 

I have been asked to give some of 
my recollections of the early history of 
this house and of the family of its 
original proprietor. If, in doing this 
I shall occasionally repeat a fact that 
has already been stated by those who 
huve preceded me, I shall, [ doubt not, 
be readily excused. 

Many of the recollections of my child- 
hood and young manhood have, these 
many years, been associated with four 
old Woburn homes which, by common 
consent, were by far the finest und most 
imposing in the town. Asa native of 
this village, I hud perhaps some pride 
in the thought that they were all within 
a mile from my own home and three of 
them within less than one fourth of that 
distance in this neighborhood. 

The oldest and most stately of these 
homes was the well-known Baldwin 
mansion, built by Dea. Henry Baldwin 
in 1661, 228 years ago. It is interest- 
ing to some of us to know that the 
master-workman on that still palatial 
dwelling, was ‘Edward  Jolnson, 
joiner,” one of the earliest settlers in 
town, the first ‘Town Clerk, historian, 
poet, military officer and factotum in 
general, and last, but not least, the 
emigrant-ancestor of our worthy Mayor 
who bears his honored name. 

‘The second of these four homes was 
that known of late us the Wheeler 
house. This was built nearly one 
hundred years ago by Dr. Samuel 
Blodgett, once prominent in the public 
affairs of the town. Forsome reason 
not known to me, he never finished the 
work, but at length, near the close of 
the last century, sold the unfinished 
building to Col, Loammi Baldwin who 
soon completed it and, in 1800, opened 
it for a grand Centennial Jubilee. 

The third house and the most distant 
from this village was the sadly historic 
Clapp house at Clapp’s Corner, now 
known as Central Square. It was 
built by Major Jeremiah Clapp in 
1807 and is associated in the minds 
of those who remember it with the 
futal disaster which occurred when its 
frame was first raised. ‘I'here used 
to be a tradition in this village that the 
shrieks of the wounded and the terrified 
outeries of the spectators were heard 


here. Among the nearly forty victims 
who escaped the sudden death which 


jovertook some, was the oldest son of 


the builder of this house, Jonathan 
Tidd, Jr. who was seriously crippled 
for all his remaining life. ‘The house 
long since disappeared, 

The fourth and latest erected of these 
fine houses was this in which we are 
now assembled, built by Jonathan 
‘Tidd, senior, in 1809. Mr. Tidd was 
then 50 years old and his wife46, All 
their five children were born and one 
had died in their previous home, the 
very old, but still standing and still 
occupied, ‘Tidd homestead on Pearl

street. Their oldest son had been 
murried three years and their oldest 
daughter two years and they had grand- 
Children before they exchanged their 
old tor this new home. 

Though IT cannot remember when 
this house was built, I well remember 
when it was comparatively new, Tre- 
meinber it especially as the home of ny 
own kindred. The wife of Mr. ‘Tidd 
wis a daughter of Sheriff Abijah 
Thompson and my father’s oldest sister 
on whom T used, as a boy, occasionally 
to call, And T well remember how, 
on those oveasions, the great house 
seemed to my young and wondering 
eyes a palace, 

One of my early recollections of the 
house was this: My good old aunt com- 
plained, and I think with reason, that, 
though it was very large and contained 
manyrooms, there was in it no room 
suitable for a kitehen and none conven- 
ient for such a bed rooin as she desired. 
Accordingly « one story extension was 
constructed from the rear wall of the 
house as fur as the well, a few yards 
distant, so that water could be drawn 
without leaving the building ; and, later, 
a wing was attached to the southwest 
corner of the main house, the two addi- 
tions furnishing the needed accommodn- 
tions. In that wing, Mr. ‘Tidd and, J 
think, Mrs. ‘Tidd died, both in far ad- 
vanced life. And sometime after their 
decease, it was detached from the house, 
moved to another location in the village 
and is still occupied. 

Long before the death of Mr. and 
Mrs. ‘Tidd, their second son, William, 
was married and occupied the northerly 
or, more properly, the northeasterly 
half of the house to which, at different 
times he made additions which ulti- 
imately became a larger wing than that 
on the opposite side. For a consider- 
uble time a part of this wing was occu- 
pied as a shop. It remained until the 
present year when it also was detached 
and moved away. 

In this northern division of the house 
my old friend, schoolmate and playmate, 
William ‘Tidd, {Jr., was born, And 
after travelling during many of our 
later years in widely divergent paths, 
we meet again to-day. It gives me 
great pleasure to greet him and greater 
to congratulate him that he has been 
prompted to make the praise-worthy 
disposal of his old home which we all 
gratefully recognize on this occasion. 

I could speak of other memories, but 
Tmusthasten. Iam impressed especially 
with one thought: What a strangely 
checkered history « human habitation 
may have in eighty years! I remember 
when this private dwelling became a 
public house and stage coaches used to 
stop here daily for a change of horses. 
I remember when what are now the two 
north rooms in the second story were a 
hall used occasionally as a place, for 
youthful mirth, in one instange at least 
every window in the house being illum- 
inated by a lighted candle. 

But all the busy scenes of the former 
days long since passed away. Though 
many families of other names have 
found here their transient homes, the 
old-time activities have never returned 
and have seemed unlikely ever to return. 
For a considerable number of years, 
the once bright home of stirring life 
stood the deserted, empty and _ silent 
monument of the past.  Huappily the 
old name has remained, and as one of 
the very few surviving natives of this 
village whose recollections go back to 
the early years of the house, I sincerely 
rejoice that it has at last found a use so 
appropriate and so tenderly suggestive 
as that which gladdens to-day all our 
hearts. 

May God's abundant blessings crown 
the enterprise.

The Elevator in European Hotels. 


The ‘lift’ is not displayed ostenta- 
tiously in the great German houses. 
It is behind iron doors, to be detected 
only by inspection, and is moved by 
clanking chains. ‘The deliberation of 
the proceeding is its most distinguishing 
characteristic. You stand in the great 
hall of the hotel where a reconnoissance 


has located the laboring ‘*lift” and si-| 


lently await developments. Everybody 
else has the greatest plenty of time. 
Presently from the unknown interior 
iron doors fly open, and a soldierly 
looking servant with brass buttons on 
his cap, preoccupied with his responsi- 
bilities, steps forth with an air of 
majesty. ‘The doors clang as they 
swing, and the lift is there, rather 
primitive but elaborate in construction. 
Perhaps there may be five passengers 
ready to get aboard, When four have 
tuken position the master of the eleva- 
tor waves the fifth backward with an 
awful air of authority, and if the re- 
jected one is an American urgent to go 
up at once, he is told peremptorily that 
there are places ‘‘only for four.” The 
iron doors are banged, the engines 
heave and the massive machine moves. 
Safety is consulted! Here isa masterly 
inechanism that might swing a pair of 
elephants of the size of Jumbo, but an 
attempt to lift at once more than four 
persons would be regarded as an affront 
tothe empire. ‘The thing’s impossible ! 
The French have the sume elevating 
methods, ‘There is usually an iron gate 
as well as an iron door to the ascenseur 
in France, and in some of the first class 
establishments they will risk taking up 
As many as five passengers at u time. 
The chains that are rigged for the se- 
curity of this multitude of irrespousi- 
ble things are of links of wronght iron 
two inches in diameter,—Murat Hal- 
stead,

THE SENSITIVE TURKEY. 


Kouka Lake Man Whose Fowl! Was 
Tall and Hin Story Likewise, 


Yes," said General Manager Steb- 
bins in response to an inquiry, ‘'this 
ought to be a tolerable good country 
for poultry around here, but I never 
saw any )hereabout to brag of. This 
end of the lake doesn’t seem to agree 
with poultry as well as the other end 
and they'd call a turkey that weighed 
forty pounds here and stood four feet 
high a big one. But having seen 
what I have seen over in the town of 
Benton, Yates county, I don’t calia 
turkey like that much of a one, 
used to havea fancy fruit and poultry 
farm over there a few years ago, and 
yolsome turkey eggs from the west to 
experiment with. The father of the 
eggs was a wild turkey and the mo- 
ther of them a high stepping bronze 
hen. LIonly had half a dozen of the 
eggs, and, looking back at them now, 
[ believe that the essence of the whole 
six Was in some way stored up in one, 
for only one hatched out, That one 
was enough. At the age of three 
mouths, when my other young tur- 
keys, and prize ones at that, were still 
creeping around in charge of their 
mothers, this particular turkey evict- 
ed his mother and all the other big 
turkeys from their inclosure, and was 
surprising the community by eating 
corn from the bottom of an apple bar- 
rel, while he stood on the grouid out- 
side. It wasn't long before he could 
stand at my side andeat corn off the 
top of my fest with ®ase, and I don't 
fall a great deal short of six feet. 

“The turkey kept on getting taller 
and spreading out until I got to won- 
lering whether he wasn't a cross some 
way between an ostrich and a giraffe, 
‘or he put in mind of both of them, 
By the time he got so he could stand 
at the side of the barn and pick grass- 
aoppers off the hay through the mow 
window I couldn't bring myself but to 
shink that he must have reached his 
zrowth, sure, but he kept on reaching 
up and spreading out. He got so final- 
ly that he kinder o' run things on the 
farm to suit himself, but he was so in- 
telligent and gentlemanly that I hat- 
ad to take him in hand and curb him, 
for he was as high spirited as he was 
tall. But finally I had to give hima 
set back. 

“Thad planted some extroardinary 
fine melons that I was particularly 
anxious to raise some specimens of, 
and one day, about the time they were 
getting ripe, I discovery a handsome 
bronze hen turkey, that I had let do 
pretty much as she pleased on the 
place, picking away at one of the 
melons. I had her shut up in a pen 
at once, but having occasion to go 
and look at her the next day, there I 
found one of the melons in her pen, 
and she dining off it with great rel- 
ish.

“My man did so, and the turkey 
plowed all day, and I could see that it 
cut him tothe heart. That was just 
what I wanted, andI hoped he would 
take the hint. But, cither because he 
was mad and determined on revenge 
or out of the kindness of his heart, 
caught him in another affair that 
made him a subject for still severer 
discipline. 

“Thad a graft of particularly choice 

apples, entirely new, and especially 
cared for and watched, Some_preco- 
cious small boys in the vicinity had 
cast longing glances at these apples, 
but the fruit was in the very top of a 
high tree, and the orchard was divided 
from the nearest approach of the boys 
by a deep pond twenty feet wide.

Poison Rings. 


In Italy the poison ring was carried 
to the perfection of malicious imagin- 
ing. The ‘anello della morte” was 
occasionally resorted to as a means of 
yutting an enemy out of the way. A 
ato point in the bezel, worked by 
a spring, communicated with the re 
ceptacle behind, for the poison, in 
such a way that its villainous wearer 
could, in giving his adversary a hearty 
grip of the hand, inflict a mortal 
scratch. The point was fashioned to 
look like an ornament. So deadly and 
enduring was the poison contained in 
these rings, that some twenty or more 

years ago death was nearly occasioned 

is handling one unwittingly. A curio 
fancier was turning over gems ina 
shop in Paris, when he fell fainting 
and was with difficulty restored. It 
was found that he had been wounded 
by a poison ring. 

This instrument of destruction was 
also worn in perilous times, in order 
that the owner might commit suicide 
rather than fall into an enemy’s 
hands, 
at the back with a slide, which could 
be slipped back by the wearer, who 
would drop the poison into the wine 
he offered to a hated guest. This kind 
was affected by Ceesar Borgia, whose 
own signet ring bore an inscription 
little suited to his character—''Fais co 
gue dois, avien que pourra.” Another 
form of poison ring was the one which 
had for its bezel the key to a casket. 
The wearer would hand his ring in a 
confidential manner to a visitor, and 
desire him to hand him some article 
from his jewel box. The key, in be- 
ing ‘bie in asomewhat stiff lock, 
would give the unwary confidant a 
prick, which had for him fatal results.

For Copying Drawings. 
A new method of copying drawings 
which may be found of service In 
architects’ offices, is given in the 
Deutsches Baumgewerbes Blatt. Any 
kind of opaque drawing paper in or- 
dinary use may be employed for this 
purpose, stretched in the usual way 
over the drawing to be copied or trac- 
ed. Then, by the aid of a cotton pad, 
the paper is soaked with benzine. The 
pad causes the benzine to enter the 
pores of the paper, rendering tho lat- 
ter more transparent than the finest 
tracing paper. The most delicate lines 
and tints show the paper so treated, 
and may be copied with the greatest 
ease, for pencil, India ink or water 
colors take equally well on the benzin- 
ized surface. The paper is neither 
creased nor torn, remaining whole 
and supple. Indeed, pencil and water 
color tinting last better upon popes 
treated in this way than on any other 
kind of tracing paper, the former be- 
ing rather diflicult to remove by rub- 
ber. When large drawings are to be 
dealt with, the benzine treatment is 
only applied to parts at a time, thus 
keeping pace with the rapidity of ad- 
vancement with the work, When the 
copy is completed the benzine evapor- 
ates and the paper resumes its original 
white and opaque appearance without 
betraying the faintest trace of the ben- 
| zine. If it is desired to fix lead pencil 
marks on ordinary drawing or tracing 
paper, this may be done by wetting it 
with milk and drying in the air,— 
Building.

It is about thirteen inches long, three- 
eighths of an inch wide, and as nearly a 
tenth of an inch thick as I can measure 
it with arule. The ends of it were at 
first only fitted with small solid rings 
set into clamps beautifully ornament- 
ed with leat work.

The 
present owner has arranged a modern 
clasp in the shape of the lotus flower. 
It can still be used, and indeed as well 
as ever, a8 an ornament for one in full 
dress. It is so flexible, falling down 
into picturesque folds the moment it is 
let go, that it seems more like a _ rib- 
bon of delicate tissue than mere metal. 

An expert goldsmith told me, after 
he had examined it with his glass, 
that it undoubtedly had a perfectness 
of uniformity in the links which could 
be found only in achain manufac- 
tured by machinery, This was to me 
a matter of wonder, for I was not pre- 
pared to learn that the ancient Egypt- 
lans had the knowledge of machines 


| which could produce woven fabrics 


from pure gold. It was at once a dis- 
covery and a delight. 

It must be confessed that when I 
have spoken of this necklace as be- 
longing to a princess I have no actual 
authority. It dates from the age of 
Moses, if Herr Brugsch is correct—a 
learned period, it isa fact; but how 
much acquaintance the nation had 
then with delicate machinery it is not 
easy to say. This ornament was found 
in one of that range of tombs opened 
along the Nile, where royal and priest- 
ly burials were frequent. It may have 
been worn by the daurties of a king, 
but not yet is any one able to give her 
name, her lineage or her history.—St.

ALUKED A. 


NEWHALL. 


The recent and somewhat sudden death 
of this old aud respected citizen of Wo- 
| burn very tenderly touches many hearts. 
All, who really knew him, esteemed lim 
;@s iiman of rare excellence, Though 
unpretending and noiseless, he possessed 
abilities which, in favoring circumstances, 
might have given him a prominence he 
modestly never aspired to reach. With 
strongly historic tastes he has, for many 
} years, been accustomed to investigate 
records aud traditious touching the 
churches, neighborhoods, families and 
homes of Woburn, and carefully commit 
results to writing. Many articles of this 
character have, from tine to time ap- 
peared over his well-known signature, in 
our local papers. And a large accumu- 
lation of unused material was left) by 
him carefully classified and neatly la- 
belled for future use. The present writer 
lias often, in Conversation with him, been 
greatly surprised by the amount and 
variety ot his knowledge of the history 
ot his adopted town. This is especially 
truce in the domain of our Eeciesiastical 
history which always seemed to have 
been his favorite study, 

But the special design of this notice of 
Mr. Newhall was to make mention of his 
religions character, For many years, his 
career has been that of an unswerving, 
ever consistant and ever useful Christian. 
Ile was an intelligent Christian. He 
|} knew whom he believed, what he believed 
and why he believed. The Bible was his 
{great text book, and his grasp of its 
Jurand truths wes stvong und decisive. 
As @ consequence, he was always in his 
place in the sphere of duty. In the 
Sanctuary, in the Sunday School and in 
the Conterence room, when health and 
civcumstinees permitted, he was not only 
in his place but ever ready to do his 
part. 

During many of his later years, Mr. 
Newhall’s Christian character has signally 
developed in a warm aud earnest inter- 
est in the great work of spreading the 
gospel through the world. Called in the 
providence of God, years ago, to surren- 
der an only son as & missionary to India, 
he not only willingly made the sacrifice, 
but has ever accounted himself highly 
honored of God in being permitted to 
send thus & representative from his own 
quiet home tar hence to the Gentiles, 

It is not strange that our departed 
friend, when fatally stricken with 
paralysis and suddenly summoned to 
confront death face to fuce, should tind 
himself “quite on the verge of heaven.” 
With mind as clear and heart as true as 
ever, he lingered at the open portal and 
had nothing left to do but rejoice that 
he was so near home, No doubts, no 
fears, no anxieties, no forebodings troubled 
him. Fally ready for the one step that 
would place him among the blest, at 
noou-tide of the Lord's Day, Oct, 20 
1880, in his sist year, the aged pilgrim

We give the bare facts and figures pro- 
duced by Mr. Montgomery: 

“To make a fair and unbiased caleula- 
tion of the workings of High License, 
wo have selected 80 cities, from all parts 
“of the United States, containing a popu- 
dation of 9,612,000; 41 High License cities 
‘contain a population of

total number of arrests for drunkenness 
Was 121,877. The average license fees for 
these cities was $665; licenses average 
$120 each: 39 Low License cities with a

“Of course these figures include but a 
‘small part of the crime arising from 
drunkenness, for many who are arrested 
ffor drunkenness are allowed to plead 
guilty to disturbing the peace, or to an 
wssault: some preferred this rather than 
to be called a drunkard: others to pre- 
vent going to jail for a thire offence of 
drunkenness, or to save the disgrace that 
shall come upon the family.

Three Gifted Sisters, 


Mme. Dejerine Klumpke. who 
recently obtained the degree of ‘M. 
D.” at the Paris Faculty of Medicine 
with high honors, is one of three gifted 
sisters. One, Anna Klumpke, is a 
successful artist, wud the third holds a 
responsible position at the Paris Ob- 
servatory, where she hus become known 
as an astronomer of high merit. Mime. 
Dejerine Klumpke has already written 
several standard works on nervous 
pathology, and was awarded the Godard 
prize by the Academy of Medicine two 
years ago. She married last year a 
medical professor of distinction, but 
retains her maiden name with his. The 
three sisters were born in California, 
but have been educated in Paris by 
their widowed mother, who opened a 
“pension” much frequented by her 
country people, in order to educate her 
daughters. : 


Women as Microscopists. 


At the recent meeting of the micro- 
scopists at Buffalo, N. Y., there were 
a number of noted women present. 
Among them were two physicians, Dr. 
Mary Moody, formerly of icaffalo, and 
Dr. Mary Spink, of India. solis, both 
of whom make use of the microscope 
in their practice. Dr. Spink was a 
student with Dr. W. B. Fletcher in the 
Indiana Insane Asylum, and is now 
associated with him in a private sani- 


tarium for the insane. She conducts 
most of the microscopical investiga- 
tions. Mrs. Allan Y. Moore was also 


present. She first studied microscopy 
in order to assist her husband, a cele- 
brated microscopist, and at his death 
carried on the work alone. Other 
women microscopists present were Miss 
Detmers, assistunt in the microscopical 
department of the Ohio University, and 
Miss Booth, of Longmeadow, whose 
exquisitely mounted microscopical slides 
are world-renowned. 


Mrs. Norah Buck is the assistant 
engineer on the Ocean City—a steamer 
which rides the waters of Great Ege 
Harbor Bay. Her husband is the en- 
gineer and she is his assistant. Mrs. 
Buck is skilled in the management of 
the machinery. and in the absence of 
her husband presides over the engine- 
room with perfect confidence. She is 
as much at home on the water as on the 
Jand, and can handle an oar or manage 
a sail like an expert. Iv her capacity 
of engineer she wears a ‘Pam o’ Shanter 
hat and a big checked apron, which 
completely covers her neat cambrie 
dress. Mrs. Buck, who is only nineteen 
years old, is the daughter of the founder 
of Lavelette City, N. J., and the grand- 
daughter of Commodore Lavelette.

A Wonderful Watch, 

At the time of her coronation at Mos- 
cow, in 1724, Catharine I, empress of 
Russia, was presented with a watch as 
wonderful in every particular as the 
famous Strasburg clock; even more 
wonderful when the delicacy of its 
construction is taken into considera- 
tion. It weighed seven ounces and 
was both a repeater and a musical 
time keeper. On the opposite side 
from the works or time keeping part 
of the wonder there was an exact 
counterpart of the holy sepulcher with 
acarvyed image of the Roman guard; 
this scene could be viewed through 
the glass in the case. Upon opening 
the case the imitation stones woul 
roll away from the mouth of the min- 
iature sepulcher, the guard would 
kneel, angels appear at opposite sides 
of the opening, and about this time 
the music would start up and play, in 
soft, sweet strains, the Easter songs so 
well known to all Russians. The 
maker of this wonderful piece of me- 
chanism is said to have worked upon 
it almost uninterruptedly for a period 
of nine years.—John W. Wright in 
St. Louis Republic.

THE DEADLY TOOTHPICK. 


A Physician and a Dentist Say That Chew 
ing Toothpicks Isa Bad Habit. 

“Do you know,” said a physician to 
a Herald man yesterday, ‘that the 
great American habit of toothpick 
chewing is responsible for a great 
number of human ills?’ The young 
man was more than surprised. He 
said he'd be glad to learn just how 
those evils are wrought by the appar: 
ently harmless and indispensable tooth- 
pick. 

“Well,” said the physician, ‘of 
course I refer more particularly to the 
practice of chewing wooden  tooth- 
picks, And when I modify my state- 
ment in this way I don’t have any 
hesitation in reiterating that the 
wooden toothpick is an engine of de- 
struction. If you have ever ne‘iced 
these things much you have observed 
that a good many people who take 
their meals at restaurants or hotel cafes, 
and rush out immediately afterward to 
business, snatch on the way a tooth- 
pick, sometimes several of them, and 
thrust the little wooden spears into 
the mouth. In nine cases out of ten 
they don’t use the toothpick quickly 
and as a matter of business, but they 
retain it in the mouth after all neces- 
sity for its function has ceased. They 
chew on it and wabble it about under 
the jaws, and finally the piece of wood 
is reduced to a ragged pulp, and then it 
is usually cast away. Very frequent- 
ly small particles of the wood are swal- 
lowed, and I know one man who was 
in the habit of eating his toothpick. 
I became acquainted with him, because 
he wanted me to give him something 
to heal his stomach, which was really 
ina lacerated condition. The small 
particles of food that are swallowed 
frequently lodge in the walls of the 
stomach somewhere, and induce gas- 
tric disturbance. I know several 
cuses Which proved fatal, A man may 
go on chewing toothpicks for fifty 
years and never suffer any ill effects, 
but his less fortunate neighbor may 
chew them for a few days and die on 
account of it. I tell youa fact when 
I say that lots of trouble with the di- 
gestive apparatus and lots of more 
serious ailments may be, and have 
been by me in many instances, traced 
to the use of toothpicks as I have 
pointed out. The habit, I notice, is 
one that is growing rapidly, and, 
aside from the fact that it isan ill 
bred and rude custom, it is to be de- 
tested on hygienic principles. I found 
out the other day that some restau- 
rants dip their toothpicks in some aro- 
matic fluid, like cinnamon, and_ this 
tends to cause a big spread of the 
toothpick chewing habit. * The person 
who puts one of these prepared sticks 
in his mouth can hardly resist the 
temptation to chew on it. It’s an aw- 
ful habit, and I'd like to see people 
stop it.” 

The Herald man saw his friend the 
dentist yesterday, and told him about 
the physician’s warning and advice, 
andasked him what he thought about 
it. ‘‘Well,” he said, smiling. ‘I don’t 
know that Iought to talk of sucha 
thing. If we fellows give the public 
too much advice, where willour trade 
come from? The fact is, the habit of 
toothpick chewing brings the dentist 
lots of customers. Iya long practice 
I’ve seen how very destructive and 
dangerous the wooden toothpick is 
when chewed. It destroys the gums 
and the teeth, its chewed fibers Iacer- 
ate the bronchial passages, get into 
the throat and head, and indure ca- 
tarrh, bad breath and general distig- 
urement of the mouth. If I werea 
philanthropist instead of a dentist, I 
should advise everybody to avoid 
chewing toothpicks.”"—Boston Herald.

BUSY BEES IN A HOTEL. 


A Drommer's Lively Expertonce tna Sonuth- 
west Georgia Town, 

“Did you ever see busy bees making 
honey ina hotel?’ The question was 
put by a traveling man who had just 
returned from a six weeks’ trip 
through the southern portion of the 
state, 

“T wouldn't have believed,” he con- 
tinued, ‘that people and bees could 
live together, but Lhave seen it with 
my own eyes, and Lam convinced that 
they can. Last week, as [ was mak- 
ing my return trip to Savannah, I 
stopped over at Oglethorpe, and I spent 
the nightin that industrious little town 
at the Drummers’ Home, the only ho 
tel there. Itis kept by Judge Willis, 
the largest merchant and one of the 
wealthiest men in southwest Georgia, 
I was sitting out on the front porch 
just after supper, smoking a cigar, 
and I kept hearing a rumbling noise, 
as if water were pouring off some 
place. The sound came and went at 
intervals, and sometimes I could hear 
it distinet enough to almost tell, 1 
thought, what it was. From the ar 
tesian well, situated in the center of 
the town, runs asmall stream. It runs 
down a hill over rocks and pebbles, 
making a rumbling noise like that of 
a brook, and forms a branch further 
down the hill, and the rippling of the 
little stream is heard at the business 
houses. 

“I got up and walked down to the 
south end of the poreh, imagining 
that I could smell the sweet fragrance 
of the violets and honeysuckles on the 
branch, when a bug, as_I supposed, 
whizzed by my head. I threw my 
hand up to my head when somethin 
lighted on it. I wasn’t frightened, 
but skittish of bugs. Imade a desper- 
ate brush at the insegt with my left 
hand and struck it. It did not fall 
dead to the floor as I expected. Its 
sting was in my hand, and the poor 
thing could not get loose. The sensa- 
tion was unnerving, and with an en- 
ergetic use of my cap got rid of it. It 
was a bee. I sirralled him and _ his 
scent was abroad, I leaned up against 
a column to get breath after the expe- 
rience and jarred the post consider- 
ably. I stooped down to pick up my 
cap, and when 1 straightened up | 
‘run my head into a bee nest.’ There 
were more bees there than I ever felt 
before. They ‘pitched’ on my face 
and head, and as fast as one would 
sting he gave place to the next one, 
who gave me a whack, I ran into the 
room, and in some way they got the 
bees off of me. I remained over in 
Oglethorpe two days—that was longer 
than I expected to stay, but I wanted 
to stay until my fondness for the 
place ‘swagged down’ to its natural 
8 


“Two days afterward, a few hours 
before I was going to leave, I thought 
I would take a last look at the ‘fated 
spot.’ I found the column against 
which I leaned, and the first thing 
that attracted my attention was the 
rumbling noise that I heard two nights 
before, Leola at the top of the post 
I saw a bunch of bees that would 
have filled my hat. They were going 
in and out of a crack in the post, just 
as they goin and out of a gum. They 
were naking honey. I had made a 
discovery. ‘I made known what I has! 
seen to the proprietor of the house. 
He investigated it and found that the 
column, which is about ten feet high 
and eight inches in diameter, was full 
of honey up to within two feet of the 
top. After calculating awhile, we 
found that the column contained over 
200 pounds of honey. It was a find of 
between $80 and $100. Nobody had 
ever seen the bees before, and, not- 
Withstanding the ruinbling noise had 
attracted the attention of numbers of 
people, they attributed the sound to 
the branch just asI did. I was told 
that the bees would be robbed of their 
honey the next day, if I would remain 
over, but I was two days behind, and 
had to pull out, The two families live 
peaceably together now, I am told, and 
no hostility will be manifested until 
the post gets full of honey, then the 
whites will begin pillaging and rob- 
bing.”—Savanrah News. 


How to Disinfect. 

Clothing which requires disinfect- 
ing should be submitted for about 
three hours to a temperature of 250 
degrees in a chamber charged with 
sulphuric fumes from a large quan- 
tity of sulphur, The chamber should 
be so constructed as to prevent the 
fumes from passing off. No germs 
can stand this. 

After a room has been used by a 
person sick with any contagious dis- 
case, it becomes necessary to disinfect 
it before it is fit to be used again. This 
is done by removing and burning the 
paper on the walls, removing the bed- 
steads and other furniture, and expo 
sing them to air and wind, and giving 
them a fresh coat of varnish; by hav: 
ing the mattress made over new and 
the hair boiled; by burning in the 
room three pounds of sulphur, and by 
whitewashing, painting and papering 
the room anew. 

Now that it is generally conceded 
that consumption is caused by germs 
which multiply in the lungs, a meth- 
od of disinfecting them, which shall 
be harmless, has been sought for, but 
as yet without avail. The yapor of 
creosote, the oil of the eucalyptus and 
carbolie acid haye been tned, and 
to some extent they may paralyze or 
stun the germs and preyent their ra- 
pid increase, but as the passages of 
the lungs are delicate, and the vapor 
sannot be brought very near to them 
without injury, the good effects are 
slight. But there is one method which 
cannot fail to prove, beneficial and 
that is the inhalation of large quanti- 
ties of fresh, pure air, This is worth 
more than any disinfectant for the 
lungs, and can dono harm.—Practical 
Farmer,

The Grant Monument. 


It may interest the public to know that 
Grant Monument Fund ts) rapidly in- 
creasing, and that the Association has 
assurances that it will be cnabled to 
build «a Monment at Riverside Park, that 
in style and magnificence will fully meet 
the expectations of the American people. 

It is proposed by the Grant Monument 
Association to enlarge the scope of its 
original plan, and make the Monument 
to General Grant a Memorial to all. the 
Soldiers who served in the Civil War, 
giving them a share in the honor accorded 
their illustrions chief, as they shared 
with him in the vicissitudes of the war. 
It is also proposed to make this Memo- 

rial embrace a magnificent Museum of 
War Kelies, with a spacious Hall and 
Chapel, where Veteran Soldiers and their 
Sous can meet together and observe their 
Memorial days, also a National Library, 
which shall contain the War History of 
each town, and the personal reminis- 
cences and biographical sketches of in- 
dividual soldiers. 

In this enlarged plan, the people find 
their ideal of « National Memorial—an 
American Westminster—which,. while it 
preserves the ashes of the great leader, 
as well honors and immortalizes all the 
heroes, who, by their devotion in their 
several lines of duty, made possible the 
success of the Union Cause, 

The inception, and the work of formu- 
lating an acceptable plan for raising an 
alequate tund for building a suitable 
Momorial, has claimed the time and best 
efforts of the Grant Monument Associa- 
ton for nearly two years. The Associa- 
tion has now begun the canvass, and is 
greatly encouraged and very substantially 
helped by generous subscriptions. The 
Gyand Army Posts have taken up the 

infittter, and are co-operating with the 
Association in every way. 

A memorial Volume has been prepared, 
and in it the individual soldier will have, 
in his home, a transcript of the record 
preserved in the Library of the Monu- 
ment, and give to childrens’ children an 
heirloom that will connect their tather’s 
name directly with the National Memo- 
rial at Riverside Park. 

The progress of the canvass, and the 
generous response made to the project 
thus forcibly presented to the people at 
their homes, justifies the assurance, that 
at least half a million of dollars will be 
available in 1890, when ground will be 
broken and the cornerstone laid. 

As soon as this is accomplished, the 
Association has further subscriptions 
available that will double the fund, acd 
give one million dollars for immediate 
use. Added to this will be the continu- 
ous work of the canvassers for subscrip- 
tions as now in progress, which will hold 
its popularity until contributions have 
been received from every city and town 
in the United States, making the sub- 
scription popular and National. It is 
not unreasonable to expect additions to 
the tund for the next sires years, which 
will enable the builders to expend on 
the Monument fifteen hundred thousand 
dollars and upwards. With this the 
Association can build a Memorial to 
General Grant and the Soldiers and 
Sailors of the Civil War, that, in its in- 
ception, growth and Srp ey On, will be 
a marvel to the Old World, and an ex 
ample of the possibilities of the Ame 
ein Union to properly honor the instru- 
ments of its perpetuation,—Daily News.

The Maritime Exhibition. 


The International Maritime Exhibition 
in the Mechanics Building on Hunting- 
ton Avenue, Boston, about which so 
much has been said and written, and for 
which such extensive preparations have 
been made, was formally opened on 
Monday afternoon with appropriate exer- 
cises, Which included addresses from His 
Honor Mayor Hart, Lieutenant Governor 
Brackett, Hon. Orlando B. Potter and 
Senor A. M. Soteldo, Minister from Vene- 
zuela to the United States. 

They were held in the grand hall of 
the building and were listened to by 
fully a thousand people gathered in the 
front rows of the gaily trimmed balconies 
or scattered over the floor, where from 
among the exhibits good views of the 
nlatform could be had, On the platform 
beside the speakers of the day were 
many gentlemen interested in the ex- 
hibition, while in the centre of the hall, 
on the deck of the full-sized model of 
the Burgess schooner Quickstep, was the 
famous Seventh Regiment Band of the 
New York militia, A large chorus for 
the singing of national airs had also a 
prominent place 

The exercises were opened at 12,30 
o'clock with the Maritime Extuibition 
March by the Seventh Regiment Band, a 
march composed by the leader and given 
now for the first time. President John 
W. Ryckman of the Exhibition then 
made brief opening remarks, in which 
he spoke of the economic and industrial 
importance of this, the first maritime 
exhibition in this country. The exhibi- 
tors were not here simply to be part 
of a means of entertaininent, but to 
show that American ships, designed by 
Americans, built by Americans and 
manned by Americans, were the best 
ships that ever flouted. [Applause.] He 
felt sure that before the close of the 
exhibition the people would unite n 
saying that the one thing needed was 
the rebuilding of the American merchant 
marine and protection to it throughout 
the world. [Applause.| ‘To all who bad 
worked hard to make the exhibition a 
success he would return heartfelt thanks. 

The opening ceremonies, which were 
very interesting and highly enjoyed by 
the large and intelligent audience, closed 
with the rendering in fine style of 
Hatton's “Tar’s Song’ and Mr, James 
E. Murdoch followed in recitations ot 
“Old Ironsides” and “The Building of 
the Ship.” The exercises finished with

their undertakings 

A man’s education is never com- 
plete, and those who have the sense to 
seo and acknowledge this are the ones 
who will be most sure of becoming 
successful. The longer aman lives, 
the more thoroughly he becomes im 
ywressed with the fact of his limited 
cnowledge, and he is never more 
easily and thoroughly impressed with 
this than when he begins a practical 
business life, He starts in with the idea 
that he knows it all. Theory has 
taught him cause and effect, and he 
has only to follow out his ealeulations 
to attain the desired end, 

The fallacy of this kind of reason 
ing is tooevident to need further com- 
ment, and examples of its results are 
not Wanting to Warn any one against 
pursuing such a course, And still 
low futile seem the efforts of those 
who are able to advise to impress 
these facts upon the minds of those 
younger in years, and who have never 
learned from the school of experience.

If we do not furnish to the teeth of 
the young that pabulum they re quire, 
they cannot possibly be builtup. [tis 
the outside of corn, oats, Wheat, bar 
ley and the like, or the bran, so called, 
that we sift away and feed to the 
swine, that the teeth actually require 
for their proper nourishment. The 
Wisdom of man has proven lis folly, 
shown in every succeeding generation 
of teeth, which becomes more fragile 
and weak, These flouring mills ure 
working destruction upon the teeth of 
every min, Wormnn and child who 
partakes of their fine bolted flour, 
They sift out the carbonates and phos 
phates of lime in order that they may 
provide that fine white flour which is 
proving a whitened sepuleher to the 
teeth, 

Oatmeal is one of the best foods for 
supplying teeth with nourishment, It 
makes the dentine cementum and 
enamel strong, tlint like, and able to 
resistall forms of deeay, If you have 
children never allow any white bread 
upon your table. Bread made of whole 
Wheat ground, not bolted, so that the 
bran which contains the minute quan 
tities of lime is present, is best. To 
make a grood, wholesome, nourishing 
bread take two bowls of wheat meal 
and one yews of white or bolted flour 
and make by the usual process. Noth 
ing is superior to brown bread for bone 
and tooth building, This is made out 
of rye meal and corn meal, Baked 
beans, too, have a considerable sup 
ply of these lime salts, and should be 
on your table, hot or eold, three times 
a week.

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Hlow Rip Came on the Stage, 

Dion Boucicault narrates in North 
American Review the way that “Rip 
Van Winkle” came upon the stage. 
Yo the summer of 1865, he says, Mr. 
Joseph Jefferson arrived in London 
from Australia, at an unfortunate mo 
ment, American comedians were not 
regarded with favor by the London 
public, The failure of Mr. Owens was 
of recent date, Mr, Jefferson had no 
new plays. Those characters which 
Mr. Boucicault had written for him 
Salem Seudder, in ‘The Octoroon,” 
and Caleb Plimmer, in ‘Dot—had 
been played out, So this bright come 
dian found no door open to him. The 
manager of the Adelphi hazarded the 
remark, “If Mr, Boucicault will write 
a new piece for you I will give you an 
appearance. He ought to do it, for he 
told me you were the best eccentric 
comedian living.” 

So Jefferson came to Boucicault, 
and they tossed over a dozen subjects. 
Ile expressed great affection for “Rip 
Van Winkle,” an old and yery bad 
melodrama. THe admitted that the 
viece had failed; he lrad shown it to 
Vebster, who objec ‘ted to producing 
such arag. Boucicault pointed out 
that the charactey of ar urged old sot, 
however picturesque, was not an at- 
tractive object through three acts, 
“Stay,” cried the author, “a thought 
occurs to me, Suppose we swee sp aside 
Washington Irvi ing, and make Rip a 
young, fuoyant, neer-do-well, with a 
young wife and a young child. Let 
iim be the playfellow of all the chil- 
dren, the lover of all the girls, a vil 
lage Bohemian, Let us carry that 
character through the first and second 
acts, and bring him out in the third 
aged in appearance, but fresh in heart 
after his fong sleep.” 

Jefferson was not “enthused” with 
this new form of the story, but yield- 
ed, as he saw no other way to obt: aina 
London appearance. Ina few weeks 
the piece was written, and the Adelphi 
theatre was placed at the disposal of 
Mr. Boucicault. Mr. Jefferson's agree- 
ment with the manager, Mr. Webster, 
was to share the gross receipts nightly 
after £70 pounds had been deducted 
for expenses, ‘The agreement between 
Boucicault and Jefferson was that the 
author should receive one-third of Jef 
ferson’s share.

The large amount of life insurance | 


business carried on among people 
whose average weekly earnings are 
small is little understood. A Bidde- 
ford, Me., paper calls attantion to the 
amount of industrial insurance car- 
ried on in that city by one company, 
it being sutlicient to support five 
agents,and keep them busy, too. The 
books of the agency in Biddeford and 
Saco show the namesof between eight 
thousand and nine thousand policy 
holders, their policies ranging from 
less than $50. to $1,500, Any person 
between 2 and 70 years old is insured 
and a large proportion is upon chil- 
dren. Tho policies are at within 
twenty-four hous of the death of the 
holder and the agents say their pay- 
ment often has saved the family from 
calling upon the city for burial ex- 
penses. ‘The payments are payable 
weekly and range from five cents to 
ninety, the collections being made by 
agents, largely in the eyenings, thle 
whole 9,000 policy holders being visit- 
ed every week.— riston Journal,

The Golden Wedding.

Though in no condition to deliver an 
address or say more than a few words 
on the evening of the late Golden Wed- 
ding, my sense of obligation and pro- 
priety would have been gratified, had 
the time permitted me, at the close of 
the exercises, to utter at least one 
sentence. But this, in the growing 
solicitude of a large number of persons 
who, at the late hour, were beginning to 
look for the cars, that were to convey 
them to their homes, was not possible. 

Under a sense of obligation both to 
God and to my friends, | gladly improve 
the first moments I have been able to 
command to say, through the JOURNAL, 
what I wished to say before. 

In the main, the oceasion was to us a 
real and a great surprise. Not till it was 
too e for us personally to send any 
invitations to friends in or out of town, 
did we know or even suspect what was 
intended by others. Had the gathering 

friends consisted only of those who 

m Woburn and several other towns, 

led in the afternoon at my home in 

p house in which 1 was born, I should 
huve esteemed it a pleasure and an 
honor never to be forgotten. That com- 
paratively small company of from twenty- 
tive to thirty persons embraced friends 
long known and long tried, 

To this gratification was added the 
reception, during the day and early 
evening, of a large number of letters full 
of congratulations and kind wishes, and, 
to a surprising extent, of substantial 
tokens of interest from various towns in 
Massachusetts, from New Hampshire, 
from Vermont, from Connecticut and 
from Rhode Island. And though I have 
no doubt that, if equally good friends in 
a dozen other states had known what 
Was going on, they would have sent 
equally kind letters, I had a deep sense 
of indebtedness as it was. 

There was no time on Wednesday 
even to open all the letters that came, 
and some that were opened could be 
read only by hasty snatches. They are 
too numerous for quotation here. One 
sentence only from a friend in another 
state; a sentence which furnishes the 
key note to all, can be given: ‘tA thou- 
sand congratulations; every one of them 
a broadside.” 

But what shall be said of the great 
assembly that filled the Chureh in 
the evening? The plants and flowers, 
mottoes, seats of honor, music, addresses, 
poetry, smiles, congratulations, from old 
und young too pumerous to be counted, 
a table laden with good things and 
many et ceteras, seemed to have trans- 
formed the house to a miniature earthly 
paradise. Of six clergymen who honored 
the occasion, three were old acquaintances 
of from fifty to sixty years. A fifth, 
once a neighbor and school-mate in the 
village, was detained only by a call to 
officiate at a wedding elsewhere. And 
all were welcome. Whether from Boston, 
Waverly, Somerville, Lexington, Win- 
chester, Melrose, Swampscott; whether 
Mayor, clergymen, lawyers, physicians, 
honorables, teachers, editors, or any 
other profession, representing all ages 
and at least eight religious denomina- 
tions, all were welcome, and all seemed 
at home. 

One of the most delightfully unexpected 
incidents of the evening was the recep- 
tion of a letter from a triend, represent- 
ing a large number of former parishioners 
in Merrimac, heavily weighted with love 
and golden remembrances, as a similar 
communication, laden with silver re- 
membrances, was presented just twenty- 
tive years before. 

But I must not attempt to give details. 
I wish to express our heart-felt thanks 
to all, whatever the particular form their 
kindness took, who manifested an interest 
in the oceasion so delightful to those 
most intimately concerned. We were 
honored beyond our deserts. It was a 
day we have hardly expected ever to see. 
And I did not wonder that some one, at 
the close of the exercises, inquired, with 
perhaps some apprehension lest we should 
not be able to come down again to the 
common level of every-day life, whether 
we did not detect unseen wings preparing 
to bear us away out of sight. Vithtever

heavens, we did 
hear or to hear unspeakable 
words which it was not lawful for a man 
to utter, and we hardly knew whether 
we were in the body or out of the body. 
It may be proper, however, to say that 
during the next forty-eight hours, Proyi- 
dence kindly sent a decisive reminder 
that we were still in the veritable old 
bodies of flesh. Yet memory is still busy. 
And it is due to ourselves as well as to 
our friends and to God, to say that we 
are sincerely grateful. To those who 
we alranly present or desired to be 
present, and say, “God bless you,’’ as 
well as to those who brought “gifts; 
gold and frankincense and myrrh.” It is 
very delightful to know we have many 
friends. It is not less delightful to feél 
that we are friends to every body.

In speaking of the Bible it is gener 
aly understood that we mean the two

The word Lord, or its equivalent, 
| Jehovah, occurs 7,698 times in the

A SAD MISTAKE, 


One of the Ottawa's Men Relates an Im 
eldent of the Charleston Dieekade, 
Some of you shipmates will remem 
ber the Ollaw. gunboat, and the see- 
ond attack on the forts in Charleston 
harbor in which she took part. Lieut 
Com, W. DD. Whiting commanded 
her, as brave and, withal, as gentle 
and kind a commanderasa crew could 
get, (If any of his crew see this they 
will be pained to learn that he has 
lost his eyesight.) We made almost 
daily some demonstration against forts 
Warner or Gregg, and occasionally 
against that pile of bricks upon whieh 
fluttered in the breeze that handsome 
White rag with red and blue starry 
cross daring us to come and retake 
what they compelled Maj. Anderson 
to surrender, At night we were out 
side watehing for blockade runners. 
One Saturday night a gun was fired 
from the bloekader; next a salute of 
our station, and aroeket shot up into 
the dark sky, showing the direction in 
Which the fleet was to be on the look 
out. The rattle called “AIL hands to 
quarters” at once, and “Cast loose 
your guns and prepare for boarders” 
was the order given. Amurky night; 
little wind; clouds obscuring the set- 
ting moon; a something approaching 
us in the haze that we could not make 
out, the shape seemed to be similar to 
the Confederate style of ironeclads 
Considering the fact that but a few 
months before the Chicora and the 
Palmetto State had eome out of Char 
leston one night and played the deuce 
with the blockading fleet, especially 
With the Mercedita and the Keystone 
State, it can be imagined that wemade 
sure we were in for it_this time, I 
will acknowledge that, a8 I ran to the 
am chest and buckled on my sword 
and revolver, [thought there’s as good 
a chance now of going to Davy Jones’ 
locker as to Libby prison. Meanwhile 
the nondeseript had come nearer, and 
finally within hail, Our 200 pound 


Parrot was trained to the port side, 
but theside tackle fall lad got jammed 


under the carriage, and we could not 
get it cleared as quick as sual, because 
of the darkness, Capt. Whiting hailed 
the stranger, and the answer which 
her oflicer of the deck youchsafed 
was: “All right; we will be aboard of 
you directly,” almost the identical an- 
swer the Chicora had given to the 
Mercedita’s halt. 

This equivocal answer, and the fact 
of her not recognizing or answering 
any of our night signals, made it cer- 
tain that she was an enemy's ship. 
The command was given to give her a 
broadside, and Tom Brady fired off 
the twelve pound howitzer loaded 
with imapnel: How lucky that the 
big pivot or the thirty pound forecastle 
gun couldn't be trained in time! An 
agonizing shriek was heard and the 
oflicer’s request ‘for God’s sake to stop 
firing.” he shrapnel had torn away 
the chest of the man at the wheel, 
struck the steamer’s working beam, 
disabling it, and then burst.

took his place behind a stone wall 
with a farmer neighbor and began to 
blaze away at the passing redcoats. 

The fire getting too hot for safety, 
the officer in command of the British 
troops sent back a platoon to dislodge 
the plucky Americans. 

“Come, James, it is time for us to 
go,” said Miller's companion, prepar 
lng to retreat, 

“No,” came the determined tones 
from the hero's lips, ‘I am too old 
to run,” and, facing the foe proudly 
and defiantly, he fired his last shot, 
and with thirteen bullets in his heart, 
ere the smoke of his own rifle lad 
cleared away, he fell dead. 

Yet the scene of Miller's martyrdom 
is unmarked today.—Boston Globe.

COMMON COUNCIL, 


This branch of the city government 
held their regular monthly meeting on 
last Friday evening. — President Thomp- 
son and Councilman Lynch and Bradley 
were absent. Beggs of Ward three was 
chosen to preside. 

The business considered was the pass- 
ing to be ordained of 15 rules and regu- 
lations for the government of the eree- 
tion and maintaining of wires for the 
transmission of electricity for telegraph, 
telephone, light aud power purposes. 
Section 1 provides that such wires shall 
be under the control of the chief en- 
gineer of the fire department, under the 
direction of the mayor and aldermen, 
who shall have supervision over them, 
and the chief shall report to them all 
violations of the ordinances. Section 2 
provides that they shall not be erected 
and maintained until a written agree- 
ment has been filed, to accept and abide 
by and perform all conditions and pro- 
visions of this ordinance and all orders, 
rules and regulations that may bereafter 
be adopted. Section 4, vests the author- 
ity to erect new wires in the mayor and 


aldermen, who may order new ones 
placed on the posts of some existing 
company. Section 4 regulates the dis- 
tance of eee from hydrants, water 
pipes, shade trees, driveways and inter- 
secting streets, and section 5 stipulates 
that all posts shall be straight, of iron 
cedar or chestnut, 6 inches at the top, 
10 inches at the bottom, to be placed 5 
fect in the ground and extend at least 


22 feet above it.

Ss all wires to be insu- 


lated so as to resist abrasion and heat, 
be impervious to water and placed at 
least two feet from fire or police alarm 
wires: dead wires to be maintained 


against contact with foreign wires. 

Sections 7, 8, 9, 10 aad 11 provides 
insulated fastenings, exposed parts 
}trame work of are and incandescent 
lights, wires and buildings, automatic 
j} Switches and the government of circuits, 
} ete, 

Section 12 provides that the chief en- 
gineershall have full power and authority 


be cut or removed and electric circuits 
discontinued until the fire is extinguished 
or the emergency is passed, and section 
} 13 provides that no wires shall be at- 
tached to posts used by the fire alarm, 
except by permission of the chief engineer 
or by vote of two-thirds of all members 
of the Board of Aldermen. 


Section 14 orders the removal of all 
dead wires. Section 15 calls for a plan 
of all ciremts and the location ot all 


posts, to be filed with the city clerk be- 
fore they are used,

The Library Museum, 


The collection of antique and curious 
things which many interested and 
thoughtful people (among the most 
prominent and active of whom has been 
the respected octogenarian, Mr. William 
B. Harris of Lexington street in this 
city) have gathered together and de- 
rosited without much attempt at order 
in one of the large rooms in the basement 
of our Publie Library is something which 
the people of Woburn have a right to 
feel proud of, It is large and consists of 
an almost endless variety of ancient farm 
and household implements, kitehen and 
yarlor furniture, products of field and 
loom, of the smith’s shop, and the 
potteries of our own and foreign lands, 
and represents almost every domestic and 
other industry that ever flourished under 
the sun. 

The especial object which we had in 
view when starting this article was to 
call the attention of the Trustees of the 
Library to the importance of furnishing 
better accommodations for this rare 
collection of curious, old-time relics and 
iving it a housing commensurate with 
ts variety, size and value. Public senti- 
ment asks that better quarters be pro- 
vided for a collection so worthy of caro- 
ful preservation and the people of this 
city who are interested in such matters 
would be glad to see commodious rooms 
in the Library set apart and put into 
proper condition to receive and exhibit 
the same. 

In the collection of ancient things now 
scattered promiscuously throughout a 
room not one quarter the capacity 
demanded by its size there is the making 
of a museum that might easily become 
the pride of our city and a strong attrac- 
tion to the many people who visit the 
Library to enjoy its architectural beauty, 
its fine art gallery, rich natural history 
collection, and its 25,000 books, from 
neighboring communities almost every 
day in the year. It is not probable that 
there is another community in New 
England that can come anywhere near 
to being able to regale the public with 
such an exhibition of rude manufactures 
used in early times (some of them as far 
back as the days of the Puritans) in 
their wars against the Aborigines of the 
country, the French raids from Quibee, 
and in the Revolutionary struggle for 
American Independence; employed in 
the domestic arts; in the fields and 
forests; in the church and school—every- 
where and everything wherein human 
activities held sway. 

As the visitor enters the door from 
the basement hallway to the small, dark 
room which contains this rare and choice 
aggregation of all sorts of things curious 
and strange to modern eyes, the first 
object he notices is the old loom stand- 
ing against a wall with web intact as 
some good housewife left it, behind 
which are the swifts, and near them the 
old spinning-wheel which ceased its 
drowsy summer afternoon humming 
yerhaps a hundred years ago and more, 
There is the distaff for spinning flax, the 
pards for carding wool into rolls, churns 
which are vividly remembered by old 
men who when boys were reluctantly 
harnessed to this domestic instrument of 
torture every week to do the family 
butter making. 

Scatte around are rusty old swords 
in time-eaten  scabbards; numerous 
specimens of the “Old Queen's Arm” 
with which our ancestors beat back the 
fierce attacks of the savage lndians; an 
almost endless variety of jronware, from 
the little skillet and shallow spider to 
the big kettle that held the family wash 
every Monday; a whole series of pewter 
platters, the pride of matronly hearts; 
toasting irons; piggins; noggins; chests 
of drawers; settles (settees) of tough 
wood; sets of andirons, shovels, tongs, 
and iron candlesticks to go with them, 

There are Dutch ovens, bread-shovels, 
watile-irons, and bellows to set the wood 
ablaze. ‘The wide open fireplace of the 
room has its ancient crane, pot hooks 
and tramels; and there are candle 
moulds; stills that the fair dames of yo 
olden times brewed their rose leaves in 
for attar to scent their Sabbath day 
haudkerchiefs; queer straight,  stiff- 
backed chairs; looking glasses uncertain 
as to reflection; the warming pan whose 
glow was so grateful when crawling into 
a cold bed in midwinter; rare patterns 
of old crockery ware; cradles, tables, 
lightstanuds, secretaries, the old) mortar- 
aud-pestle still fragrant with rich Thanks- 
giving spices; choice single samples of 
rare Wares like the “Washington Plate;”’ 
decanters that have graced many a 
festive board; antique brasses, curious 
smoking pipes, pewter buttons that once 
ornamented the garinents of an illustrious 
ancestry; sconces, saddlebags, books 
printed in ancient type, views of Woburn 
(remote as to time and recent), drawings, 
pictures of the Battle of Lexington, 
samples of early public records, and in- 
numerable quaint and curious things 
which we have neither time nor space to 
specify. 

Among the prominent Woburn names 
found written on the tags attached to 
the contributions to this museum as the 
former owners of them, ave Richardson, 
Cummings, Winn, Converse, Wyman, 
Champney, Thompson, Johnson, and 
many others, including Rev. E, G. Porter 
of Lexington, a zealous antiquarian; Rey, 
Dr. Ghickarink, Dr. Graves, the Dodge 
family, Rogerses, Jenkins and many 
more, 

To plead with the Trustees of the 
Publie Library for suitable quarters for 
this numerous and yaluable collection of 
the relics of bygone days—for a large, 
well lighted, convenient, and pleasant 
set of rooms—was, as before remarked, 
what we started out to do in this article, 
With a fair degree of liberality and dis- 
rylay of judgment and taste the beautiful 
vuilding Ou Pleasant street may be made 
@ firstelass imusium quickly and at not 
an exhorbitant cost. [t would contain 
one of the largest and richest collections 
in natural history in the country —rocks, 
shells, minerals, birds, etc.—the muni- 
ficent gifts of that liberal patron of 
science, Hon, John Cummings of this 
city; & spacious gallery of paintings, a 
majority of them genuine works of art; 
many pieces of sculpture; and last, but 
not least, the choice collection of ancient 
things partly enumerated above and now 
patiently waiting for better apartments 
to be arranged, duly catalogued, and 
exhibited in, 

Woe feel sure that the Jounnan echoes 
rublic sentiment when it asks the Library 
‘rustees to take steps to give this com- 
munity a splendid Museum, for which 
they have a plenty of the best of 
material already at hand, The desire 
is general, especially among the older 
portion of our population, that the large 
and quaint collection now crowded into 
& single, sinall, dark room in the base- 
ment of the Library should haye furnished 
for it nearer sunlight, and more con- 
venient of docess, Ample apartiuents for 
its accommodation and of the hosts of 
people it would be sure to attract. 

Shall we have the Museum, gentlemen

We suspe 1, indeed, that they were 
not all se ixious to get get work as 
they professed to be; but how to distin- 
guish between the good and the bad, 
that was the rub, 

We went on feeding the army as they 
arrived, daily, till it really began to be 
a regular nuisance and we began to dis- 
cuss the propriety of shutting down on the 
whole crowd. But we really had some 
scruple about making so general a sweep. 
At last my good wife hit upon a happy 
idea: IT bought a half cord of long wood 
and the next traveling mechanic to find 
work was told that if he would saw 
wood fifteen minutes—only fifteen min- 
utes—he should have his refreshment. 
“Oh, of course, only too delighted, ete., 
ete.”” Two or three more followed; but, 
I am sorry to say, that before the pile 
of wood which I had procured for their

Tanning Leather, 


An electrical invention has been made 
and applied by Mr. L. A. Groth of Lon- 
dsn, which, if the reports regarding it 
be true, bids fair to change the entire 
procoss of tanning. It is said that hith- 
orto it has not been found possible to 
hasten the tanning of hides by any  sci- 
entific improvement, and the practice 
remains much the same as it was when 
the art was first discovered. Ordinarily, 
the green hides are steeped successively 
in pits containg tanning liquor of varying 
quality, weak at first, but gradually” in- 
creasing in strength, this steeping process 
occupying on the whole from three to 
four months, and requiring quite a num- 
ber of pits. Myr, Groth's invention, which 
has been in use for nearly a year in one 
of the English tanneries, cousists of a 
circular tank, within which is a frame- 
work of wood, on which the hides to be 
tanned are stretched, ‘The tank is filled 
with tan liquor, which is kept warm, and 
the frame on which the hides are hung 
is inmade to revolye at a moderate speed, 
to keep up the necessary agitation, A 
current of electricity is conducted to the 
tank, the two poles from the dynamo 
entering it from opposite sides by means 
of internal conductors, ‘The current is 
passed through the tanning liquor, and, 
acting upon the hides the process of 
tanning is greatly quickened—that is, in- 
stead of three or four months, it requires 
but two weeks to thoroughly tan these 
hides, The saving in time ‘effected by 
the new process is said to be due to the 
prompt union which takes place between 
the tannin of the bark and the gelatine

The Training of Domestics. 


The idea that training is necessary in 
housekeeping, us in all other work, 
is spreading. All the country, 
kitchen gardens are doing good work. 
Little girls, as in play, are taught to 
take care of a stove, to bake bread, 
boil potatoes, fry, roast and cook. In 
Germany ambulitory cooking stoves 
with teacher—cooking missionaries, so 
to say—are sent out from the ‘School 
of Domestic Eeonémy” to teach the 
village mothers and girls to prepare 
simple, wholesome food; to teach the 
first. principles of cooking; to teach 
that half raw ment, fish vegetables 
may be poison, aud that served over- 
done they lose not only their nutritious 
qualities, but also the flavor that makes 
them palatable and digestible ; to teach 
not the higher branches, nor the orna- 
mental part of the art, but cooking as 
done by and for the people. Several 
women high up in domestic science do 
the same work here among the ladies 
and servants on the higher plane, and 
are doing their share to prevent Ameri- 
can housekeeping from being a failure. 
These ambulatory kitehens are a bless- 
ing, both here and in Germany, as well 
as the kitehen garden; but the good 
ought not to be a hindrance to better 
things. Cooking snd dusting are not 
everything ; 
or public, can teach a girl more than 
the elements of good housekeeping. 

The training school for servants in 
Copenhagen, under the auspices of her 
Royal highness, the Crown Princess, is 
doing excellent work. The girls work 
in couples, two weeks in the kitchen, 
two weeks as second girls, two weeks 
in the laundry, and then they begin 
in the kitchen again. ‘The girls are 
trained in everything that pertains to 
domestic service. Personal cleanliness 
obedience and good manners are taught, 
reading and writing are kept up. 
Lectures on history and literature, and 
readi given—twice a week, 
evenings.

Why the Oyster is Tough. 

Boston has no vessel in the oyster 
trade that receives its cargo from the 
south, The oysters that are opened 
here come by steamer from Norfolk or 
Baltimore, or from nearer home, along 
the rivers running into Narragansett 
bay. 

A large proportion of the oysters are 
opened in Baltimore and shipped here 
in barrels. When they are taken 
from the shell they are treated to a 
preparation such as was experimented 
with some years ago to preserve meat, 
which has never been much of a suc- 
cess, but with oysters it appears to be 
more satisfactory. 

The dealers have to listen to many 
complaints regarding the toughness of 
the oysters, but they do not feel bound 
to enter into the particulars of the 
operation to which the bivalves have 
been subjected, and very few people 
know that the peculiar and not especi- 
ally agreeable flavor is due to pre- 
servaline which is used generously 
when the sHells are removed, possibly 
two weeks previous to their appear- 
ance in the Boston markets, —Boston 
Traveler. 


All In the Codicil, 

A man who died in Berlin a few 
years ago left 2,000 marks to be divid- 
ed equally between nine relatives and 
a friend with whom he had quarreled, 
The remainder of his fortune, 188,000 
marks he left to his native city in Ba- 
varia. The Berlin legatees, the nine 
relatives and the one friend, were en- 
joined by a provision in the will from 
attending the funeral, Should any 
one disregard his will in this respect, 
that person, by an express clause in 
the will, forfeited his part of the 2,000 
marks, The relatives, to a man, stayed 
at home, but the good friend forfeited 
his tenth of the money and followed 
the remains to their last resting place.

the number of cases at the Royal Eye 
hospital, Manchester, decreased from 
twenty-one in 1884 to nine in 1885, 
Strong protective glasses of tale or 
mica or fine wire goggles are u valu- 
able safeguard against such calami 
ties. and early surgical treatment of 
high importance, Granular ophthal 
badly ventilated and badly 
lighted dwellings is another cause, but 
with proper sanitary precautions this 
is preventable, and during the recent 
vecupation of Egypt no loss of sight 


} from ophthalmia occurred among our 


troops, owing to the excellent care ex- 


| ercised by the medical staff. 


One of the most fruitful causes of 


| blindness is the inflammation of the 


eyes of newly born infants, and the 
Ophthalmological society estimated 
that 80 per cent. of the inmates of 
institutions and 7,000 persons in the 
United Kingdom had lost their sight 
from that cause. Various specifics are 
mentioned by the commissioners, but 
they all appear to depend chiefly for 
their success on prompt application.- 
London Times.

Tradition asserted that on moonlight 
nights they might be seen flying 
through the air, mounted on thestems 
of the ragwort, reeds or bulrushes, 
Throughout Germany it is believed 
that witches career through the mid 
night skies ou hay.

and to interrogate and learn from. 
What is the reason, asks the sensible 
man, Why Quakers, with so many un 
doubted disadvantages, attain to such 
ahigh average of success in all that 
constitutes worthy life, and also sue 
ceed in enjoying their suecess to an 
exceptionally old age? 

The reason, we are convinced, is to 
be found in their quiet habits and dis 
ciplined life. An ordinary doctor, or 
even layman, would probably have 
felt much more interest in the subject 
at this point if we lad been able to af 
firm that the Quakers owed their sue 
cess and long life to certain drugs, as, 

* example, to arsenic, phosphorus,

Library Notes. 


The Bulletins containing the titles of 
1100 «volumes, the number of — last 
years additions, have been published and 
are now ready for sale and reference at 
the library. The above books have been 
catalogued by author and subject and 
our patrons will find the arrangement of 
great convenience in selecting the later 
works. 

The circulation since the coming of the 
Autumn days has been steadily increas- 
ing, and upwards of five hundred and 
fifty books were given out on last Satur- 
day. The young people of the public 
schools avail themselves of the rare 
privilege offered them by the free use 
of the books of reference and often times 
the chairs of the reading room are all 
taken by these young students. 

We have been very glad to note an in- 
creased demand for the novels of Walter 
Scott and Hawthorne, the works of 
Whittier and Longfellow, by our young 
friends. The formation of a correct taste 
in literature, to be gained by the study 
of such authors, is a most desirable ob- 
hh and one that should be cultivated, 
or it affords pleasure upon a higher and 
better plane and tends to strengthen and 
elevate, rather than weaken, the mind. 
If the readers of so many of the lighter 
works of fiction would oftener consult 
the pages of classic authors, they would 
be pleasantly surprised to know the 
beauty and power portrayed by the 
writers of the earlier centuries simpler 
by far than the great mass of modern 
writings. They are the a bc of litera- 
ture and history and give the clue to 
modern thought, and while the reader is 
entertained by the story he would at 
the same time be able to obtain a correct 
understanding of the English language 
80 fast becoming the most important. 

During the last few weeks wires for the 
electric light have been placed in the 
building and lamps provided for the tables 
in the alcove hall, which will be found 
to be a great convenience to the teachers 
and all those desirous of using the books 
in that hall.

Bark Demurrage. 


_ The Boston Tanners’ Committee who 
is in conjunction with the New England 
Shoe and Leather Association Trans- 
portation Committee, have held various 
conferences with the railroad ofticials in 
regard to freight rates, demurrage on 
bark, aud other matters of interest to 
the Eastern tannery industry, met James 
T. Farber, of the Boston & Maine and 
Lowell systems, on Monday. ‘The session 
lasted three hours, Mr. Furber receiyed 
the committee courteously, but absolutely 
refused to accede to their request that 
ten or twelve days bo allowed the 
tanners and bark dealers to unload bark 
after delivery at its destination. He 
claimed that he had made a compact 
with the managers of several other rail- 
ways, and could not break it without 
their acquiescence. As nothing could bo 
accomplished the committee withdrew. 
They haye several plans under adyise- 
ment, One is to appeal to the com- 
missioners. Another to go before the 
Legislature for relief, and ask that a law 
be enacted which will compel the rail- 
ways to give the tanners a just and 
egitable time to unload their’ freight, 
The tanners of Boston, Salem, Peabody, 
Stoneham, Woburn, Winchester and 
Malden are in earnest about this matter, 
for unless they can receive fair treat- 
ment at the hands of the railroads, their 
interests must suffer, ‘The question has 
been raised whether the railroad officials 
can claim storage on bark or merchan- 
dise where they have no freight sheds, 
as, for instance, as at Winchester; also 
whether marae cannot be claimed on 
open cars, or those having no roof to 
protect the contents from the weather; 
and as nearly all the bark is forwarded 
in open cars, the question is pertinent, 
In respect of freight rates, the railway 
officials have allowed most of the conces- 
sions asked for, As regards demurrage, 
they are obdurate, Bark dealers anc 
shippers are anxiously awaiting a decision 
in this matter, as they cannot afford to 
ship bark and take the chances of loss 
if compelled to pay demurrage, aud the 
tanners cannot afford to handle bark 
twice, The action of the railway people 
in discriminating against Eastern tanners 
is felt to be unjust.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS IN CHINA. 


Development of the Beautifal Plants tn 
the Flowery Kingdom, 

The chrysanthemum has many va- 
rieties. Ibhas yellow, white, red, pur 
ple or variously colored flowers. | The 
native horticulturists have found it 
comparatively easy to modify its ap 
pearance and color, There is an old 
statement that the Soochow gardeners 
take it when it is a foot shove the 
ground and pluck off the terminal bud 
at the top. After afew days the one 
bud originates two. These again are 
decapitated and a similar result fol- 
lows, so that when autumn arrives 
the number of flowers on the stalk is 
very great, and they grow into a sort 
of round hemisphere like a cart cover- 
ing. 

Tt was early discovered that modifi- 
eations in the flowers could be produe- 
ed in this way that led the Chinese to 
attach so much importance to this 
flower. It was about A, D, 400 that it 
became a special garden favorite and 
was valued by the poets. Tan Yuen 
Ming, of that time, was very fond of 
it and a search, especi: ally in his 
poems, has resulted in the fact that he 
classed it with the pine for endurance, 

The petals remain in their place 
after winds and storms, and it was this 
feature in the flower which he admir- 
ed, ‘The Chinese represent yellow as 
the natural color and they add that 
white asters, after a year or two, are 
apt to change back to yellow, In some 
varieties the flowers are deciduous 
and in others not so. <A pale yellow 
changes to white after the plant has 
flowered with unusual luxuriance; 
and white, in the same way, when ex- 
hibiting a tendency to variation, be- 
comes red, Such flowers wither on 
the stem. When the petals are far 
apart they are apt to fall early, and 
after the full tls of blossoming 
they gradually drop off. If wind and 
rain should come and shake them 
they all fall off together and cover the 
ground, Such minute observation of 
a flower as this is an example of the 
pains taken by the Chinese in the study 
of nature, 

The Soochow gardeners mentioned 
mean, of course, ait gardeners of the 
great plain of which Soochow is the 
capital, and Shanghae with Taitsang 


as having a climate or soil, or local 
skill in horticulture, which greatly 
favors the variability of the Chinese 
aster. rom the statement made itis 
probable that there is no part of China 
where there is more success in culti- 
yvating the China aster or more va- 
riety in it than in the gardens of these 


cities. There are conse and fine va- 
rieties. Some chrysanthemums grow 
to ten feet in length, and some disks 


are as large asa saucer, ‘lwo colors 
appear on the same flower, These are 
called coarse varieties, The finer in- 
clude velvety sorts and those which 
are cylindrical in shape, or turn to the 
west, or are indented like wolves’ 
Those which are most valued 
in China are flowers which begin with 
being small and grow larger, and pet- 
als which are close set, numerous and 
fresh in color, 

The ecrysanthemum flower is fabled 
by the Chinese to have the power of 
cenferring immortality. To obtain 
the result it must be eaten with the 
frnit of the wutung by the believing. 
Tn Szechuan there 1s inthe Confucian 
temple of the capital of the province 
an image of the genius of the chrys- 
anthemum. The being represented 
is said to be a girl who drank the wine 
of the chrysanthemum flower in the 
dlan palace and thus became immor- 
tal. ‘Those students who pray to her 
are successful in the examinations. 
Inacave of the same city there isa 
painting drawn upon the wall of a 
woman holding a chrysanthemum in 
her hand, he is called “The Lady of 
the Chrysanthemum,” and students 
who pray to her haye remarkable 
dreams. The intimations conveyed in 
these dreams are, wonderful to relate, 
sure to come true, say the native ac- 
counts. ‘The chrysanthemum sinense 
has probably for two centuries been 
well known in Europe. The florets, 
whether of He ray or the disk, are 
never blue, but they appear with al- 
most every other possible color, The 
books say that the Chinese for long 
ages must have been carefully im- 
proving the plant, and that their’ great 
richness in development and variety 
of properties las risen from spor: dic 


peculiarities and intermixture with 
allied species unknown in roads 
This last efYeet would be produced 


insects bringing with them in thet 
visits to the flowers the pollen of 
neighboring plants. 

The remarkable yariability of these 
plants is partly due to an excellent 
constitution, Which allows them to be 
easily propagated by cuttings. About 
half ‘of the flower heads should be de- 
stroyed to increase the size and beauty 
of those which remain, Not being 
delicate some kinds will submit to 
their stems being pegged down near 
the surface of tho round, and the 
beauty of a garden fot is remarkable 
when the flowers of certain hardy yva- 
rieties are in this way so restricted as 
to rise only a few inches from the 
ground, European gardeners obtain 
seeds from widely different localities, 
and aim by mixture to rival the hand- 
somest varieties introduced from 
China. We must subtract the legen- 
dary element ge snerously and recog- 
nize a true Joye of natural beauty 1n 
the great attachment which the Chi- 
nese have for the peony, the plum 
flower and the China aster, which 
have been all favorites for 1,400 ye: 
or more, This is one of the n 
sources of the deve ‘lopment of modern 
Chinese painting, in which these flow- 
ers have had as much attention as bas- 
kets of fruit among the painters of

| A CHINESE FUNERAL, 


The Ceremony aa Dereribed tn a British 
Columbian Newspaper, 

| A Chinese funeral took place yester 
day, the burial of the defunct Celes 
tial being attended with the usual 
curious ceremonies observed by the 
Mongolian race, After the coflin was 
| lowered into the grave the ceremonies 
}were commenced by the mourners 
throwing handfuls of earth and Viste 
bles on the coffin. Fagots of slow 
burning matches, bound together, 
were then lighted, planted in a basin 
of loose ashes and earth and placed at 
the foot of the grave, Decorated red 
candles were also arranged in a row 
near the burning fagots, and quickly 
burned down to the little sticks to 
which they were fastened. 

The clothes which had last adorned 
the dead man, and which were more 
lor less worn out, together with a blue 
|}silk blouse, an unlaundried collar, a 
}straw hat and a few other articles of 
Chinese apparel, were then rolled into 
a bundle and cremated at the side of 
the grave. The fagots and candles, 
with their gilded wrappings, were 
jadded to the burning heap. The next 
feature in the ceremony was that of 
unrolling a cocoanut mat close beside 
the grave On this the Chinamen 
present, § in number, came forward 
and bent down alternately, taking a 
formal leave of the departed relative 
Whose soul had preceded them to the 
hi appy re alms where Confucius is king. 

The formal leaving taking was very 
novel, consisting of the clasping of 
the hands, the raising of them to the 
chin and then letting them drop. This 
operation was performed several times 
by the Chinamen present. Some of 
} the Celestial mourners bowed their 
heads on the mats for several seconds. 
A quaint little teapot was then pro- 
duced, and, after a bow had been 
made, each of the celestials, with a 
teaspoon, sprinkled a little of the ener- 
vating beverage over the coffin. 

A few small pans of rice, together 
with a roast chicken and other cooked 
edibles, were next placed on the coffin 
and allowed to stand there a short 
} While. This was done in order that 
} the soul of the dead man might have 
| refreshment before starting on its long 
journey through space. Some of the 
dishes were left beside the grave. The 
burial of the departed one was then 
| considered PEATE A Mongolian, 
| whoseemed to be conducting the cere- 
}mony in its details, then handed 
around cigars, after which the whole 
party of Aroneelinnts got into their 

‘rigs’ again and drove back (> the 
sweet smelling Dupont street.— Van- 
couver World.

17 LOOKS BAD FOR BUST- 
NESS 


If the present labor trouble in this 
city is not speedily settled not only will 
much hardship be experienced by the 
poor Inborer and his family but all 
kinds of business will suffer. It is a 
bad season of the year for strikes aud 
lockouts. We have just reached the 
first edge of winter, the hardest and 
most expensive time of the year for 
people who delve for low wages, and 
if the difficulties continue these and 
their wives and children must suffer for 
food, fuel and clothing. 

Traders, marketmen, ete., will feel 
the pinch in their business most severely 
unless matters between the manufact- 
urers and their employes are soon ad- 
justed and operations in the factories 
resummed. ‘They had been looking for- 
ward for a lively and profitable holiday 
trade ; it was supposed everything was 
going on harmoniously at the leather 
manufactories ; a plenty of work, good 
pay, and general prosperity during the 
season were anticipated with confidence. 

Instead of this desirable condition of 
things, nearly every factory in the city 
is closed ; 2500 men are thrown out of 
employment; the hum of industry bas 
censed ; the hardest of hard times stares 
the poor workmen in the face ; and what 
becomes of the merchant’s trade, the 
shopman’s business, the marketman’s 
occupation ? 

This strike and lockout is much the 
largest affair of the kind that has ever 
occurred here, If it is not checked at 
once it will be very ruinous to the 
business interests of this city, and en- 
tail suffering and woe on men, women 
and children. 

There is danger that it may prove 
another Peabody and Salem affair in 
which, although conquerors, the manu- 
fucturers suffered as sorely as the labor- 
ing inen, of those manufac- 
turers were ruined, and some of them 
are now working in the shops as day 
laborers. 

A majority of the leather manufae- 
turers in this city cannot afford to have 
this serious iuterruption in our princi- 
pal industry go on. ‘They have not 
money enough back to enable them to 
hold out, and the result will be that 
they, like so many of their Peabody 
and Salem brethren, 3 years ago, will 
go to the wall. 

We do not pretend to understand the 
questions at issue between the working- 
men and their employers. We have 
talked with several intelligent members 
of the K. of L. who maintain that the | 
latter are right and should be justified 
in their position. <A fair averaging of 
wages is, they say, whatis needed, and 
that the manufacturers are trying to 
bring that about by this movement. 

OW the other hand there are a plenty 
of equally intelligent men who claim 
that the action of the employers is sim- 
ple tyrauny and a piece of retaliation | 
towards the Knights for their course 3 
years ago. What the manufacturers 
have to say for themselves may be seen 
by referring to their declaration of 
principles to be found in another col- 
umn of the JourNAL to-day. 

But it is a bad look for the business 
of the city, and unless a compromise is 
speedily brought about all classes will 
be disastrously affected, and that im-

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The Leather Manufacturers Association. 


The tanners of this city have formed 
fi association for the purpose of better 
regulating the relations which exist be- 
tween the employer and employee, and 
it is reported that the Society comprises 
nearly all the heads of the leather manu- 
facturing establishments in our midst, 
with perhaps the exception of the tan- 
ners of calfskin. 

The bosses have been holding meetings 
for the discussion of matters vital to the 
interests of the business for some time, 
the outcome of which is is the following 
rules of conduct and list of prices, copies 
of the latter of which were published in 


the factories of every member of the 
Association on last Monday. One object 
of the manufacturers in uniting in this 


way is to bring about # uniformity of 


wages in all the establishments so that 
one man cannot get au advantage over 
his neighbors in this or in) work done. 


As matters stand a reform is very much 
needed in this particular, so it is alleged, 

Another object which the manutactur- 
ers avow to haye in view in combining | 
is to protect themseves from wild, reck- | 
less and irresponsible agitators who have 
done more in the last few years to injure 
both employers and employes than any 
other dozen things united. The former 
say that all they ask for is fair play, to 
secure which was their object in forming 
the Manufacturers Association, | 

This movement on the part of the pro- |} 
prietors is in no sense a threat against | 
the laborers, but simply a means adopted 


| 
to secure and maintain their rights. They | 
want harmony and good feelings to pre- | 
vail between the owners and their work- 
men and will do their part to maintain | 
them. | 

There were strong symptoms of strikes | 
on Monday, and what the organization | 
of the Association may lead to cannot} 
be conjectured, We trust, however, that | 
the following list of prices for labor is | 


not a cut-down, for the employes of our 
leather factories cannot live on less} 
wages than they have been receiving of 
late. | 

The following condition of organization 
and price list have been adopted by the 
Association and will go into effect on 
the 16th of this month: 


We, the underssgned, leather manufacturers of 
Woburn, agree to form and iaintuin & permanent | 
organization for mutual benefit, to be known us the | 
Leather Manufacturers’ Association, and to be gov- 
erned by the following rules and regulations: 

1, To hold annual meetings in January of 
year, to clect a president, secretury, treasurer 
board of directors. 

That a uniform price list be drawn up, which 
we agree to pay from Dec, 16, 1889. 

3. That the amount of labor to be performed be 
adjusted by each manufacturer and his employes. | 
4. That when a difference exists between a manu. 
facturer and his employes which they are unable to | 
settle, the board of directors shall be notified and 
shall investigate the cause of complaint, and if un- 
able to adjust it they shall call a meeting of the 
association to tuke action thereon | 
6 That if in the opinion of the association the 
manufacturer is maintaining the priee list then in 
force, upon a two-thirds vote of the members of the) 
association present and voting, eaeh manufacturer 
shall within six hours from the passing of such vote 
c e all work in his currying shop, excepting that 
which inay be necessary to prevent damage to stock 
in process. |

Turning over the Christmas Winn 
AWAKE, one is struck with the superior 
quality of the serial stories.  Boyesen’s 
Sons of the Vikings is both romantic 
and realistic; unmistakably the boys 
are young Norwegians, but after all of 
the same prankish adventurous sort as 
our own school-boys. W. O. Stod- 
dard’s Gid Granger is true Yankee, all 
grit and ‘faculty’ and success; this 
story of a country-boy’s operations on 
the paternal farm promises to be the 
juvenile story of the magazine year.

An Irish Indian Queen, 

The Indian government areabout to 
be called upon torepay a sum of £100,- 
000, which they have had in their pos- 
session for several years, the proceeds 
of a legacy left by the wife of one of 
the native princes, who died upward 
of thirty years ago. The deceased 
lady was an Irish woman, who went 
to India some sixty years since as the 
traveling companion of two wealthy 
English ladies. During her stay in 
India she attracted the notice of one 
of the native sovereigns, and he mar- 
ried her. The pair lived happily for 
upward of thirty years, the wife hav- 
ing a separate estate settled upon her 
by the maharajah. She died childless 
and left no will, Her property was 
taken over by the Indian government, 
and it has remained in their hands 
ever since. It was at the time of her 
death £380,000, but its value has since 
arisen to close on £100,000, 

The relatives of the deceased Judy in 
Ireland were in entire ignorance of 
her fate up till quite recently, when 
they learned it accidentally from a re- 
turned Indian soldier. The inquiries 
which have since been instituted have 
fully established her marriage with the 
Indian prince. The friends have also 
assured themselves of the existence 
and value of the property. —Dublin 
Freeman’s Journal. 


A Substitute for Oak Bark. 

The world seems to have waged a 
special warfare upon oak trees, Before 
iron ships were built, and that was 
only twelve years ago, oak was the 
only thing used. When this drain 
ceased oak came into demand for fur- 
niture, and it is almost as expensive 
now as black walnut. No one feels 
the growing scarcity of oak like the 
tanner, ane the substitution of all 
sorts of chemical agencies leads up to 
the inquiry as to whether other vege- 
table products cannot be found to fill 
the place of oak bark. The wattle, a 
tree of Australian growth, has been 
found to contain from 26 to 80 per 
cent. of tannic acid. Experiments 
have been made on the Pacific slope, 
where tho wattle readily grows, and 
a bath of liquor acid was made from it 
in forty-seven days, whereas in liquor 
made from Santa Cruz oak, the best to 
be found in all the Pacific states, the 
time required is from seventy-five to 
eighty days. The wattle will readily 
grow on the treeless plains of Texas, 
New Mexico and Arizona, the bark of 
which ought to yield $5 per acre, 
counting the fuel as nothing.—Inter- 
view in St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Survivor of the Custer Massacre. 


The old war horse Comanche, the 
only survivor of the famous Custer 
massacre, is still handsomely cared for 
at the government’s expense. By 
special order of the military authori- 
ties Comanche is provided with a 
comfortable stall, fitted up especially 
for him out in Dakota, Noone is per- 
mitted to ride him, and he is not al- 
lowed to do any work whatever. Rid- 
dled with bullets and searred by saber 
wounds, his body speaks eloquently of 
the perilous duty he has tea aa in 
his twenty-two years of service under 
the government. He will go down to 
history holding about as proud a place 
as that accorded the gallant Binal 
eharger which, once brought Gen. 
“Phil” Sheridan to the field in time to

“THE BUSY ANTS, 


flow the Little Fellows Live and Work 
and Build Their Houses. 

Many of our boys and girls have, no 
loubt, often wondered why the ants are 
such rapid and continuous travelers, 
ilways on the go, and always going 
seemingly fora purpose, So they do. 
Let us wateh them, Here they are, 
yn the rose basket. Whatfor? Their 
breakfast, perhaps, Just wateh them; 
see how they tickle the aphides, or 
green fly, with the antennw in order 
to make them yield a saccharine liquid 
of which ants are very fond, 

This isa systematic work with them, 
they farm out insects of various kinds 
to feed upon, and as systematically as 
a farmer does his stock. In the green- 
liouse they take the young seale in 
sects—a most troublesome greenhouse 
pest—and plant them out regularly on 
the leaves, always choosing such 
leaves as are the most difficult. to 
clean;and when the insects are of full 
size, the ants extract a juice from 
them with as much regularity as a 
farmer milks his cows. It is very in- 
teresting to watch them at their work, 
is one can easily do in the garden, 
where nearly eyery plant has some in- 
sect enemy, Which, in its turn, has an 
enemy that destroys. 

The ant is proverbial forits indus- 
try; its ingenuity is quite as remarka- 
ble, and its habits most singular, Did 
you ever examine an ant hill—a sub- 
terranean city closely populated? In 
this little city three classes of ants 
dwell—the females, the males and the 
common people, which have no sex. 
These doall the work of the commu- 
nity; the males and females perform 
no labor. 

The homes of the ant are constructed 
with much art; little galleries termi- 
nate at intervals, in more extensive 
ones, supported by pillars. All this 
is done with earth and a slime which 
they secrete, by means of which the 
working ants mi@&e a mortar, 

When the female ants are ready to 
deposit their eggs, they wander about 
through their palace and Jet fall at 
hazard their little eggs; the workers 
pick them up and gather them to- 
gether in heaps in the places which 
separate the galleries, The larvi are 
soon hatched, and are not long before 
they spin themselves little cocoons; 
when the moment comes for their is 
suing from their confinement, the 
workers tear the cocoons, and thus fa- 
cilitate the operation; then they care 
fully extend and smooth the wings of 
the males and females. From these eggs 
are born, in fact, not only ants of both 
sexes, but the workers also, which 
have no wings. During several days 
food is brought to the newly born, and 
then they are allowed to go out to 
commence life’s work for themselves. 
—American Agriculturist. 


The Science of Popcorn. 

In what condition is the starchy in- 
terior of the grain just before it ex- 
plodes?. The common experience of 
the kitehen and laundry will help us 
here. In making up the mixture for 
stiffening clothes, the laundress puts 
starch into water and boils it, and we 
all know that in this process the starch 
loses its powdery character and be- 
comes blended with the water into a 
pasty, translucent mass. The effect 
upon the individual starch granule is 
a softening and considerable increase 
of its bulk and, finally, its rupture 
and diffusion through the water. 

While we cannot sce the inside of 
the grain at the critical moment when 
it has all but burst, we may, in view 
of what we now know, probably sur- 
mise the truth, Is it not very likely 
that, as the grain gets hotter and hot- 
ter, the moisture present in the cells, or 
in the starch granules themselves, soft- 
ens them first, and then, when the 
heat becomes too great to permit its 
remaining in the fluid state, it sudden- 
ly turns to steam, and the now plastic 
starch expands in every direction, 
forming little vesicles, losing at the 
same time, of course, the moisture, 
and thus becoming firm and brittle 
again? This is the conclusion to which 
I have been brought, and I think of 
the wonderful physics of popped corn 
with great satisfaction whenever 1 
shake my popper over the glowing 
coals,—Henry A. Doty in St. Nicholas.

The Pen. 

The “iron pen” is mentioned in the 
sible by Job; the Biblical pen is sup- 
posed to have been a chisel of bronze 
used for cutting hieroglyphics on 
stone or other hard substances. Who 
invented the first flexible iron pens, 
fashioned after the style with whieh 
weare so familiar, is not certainly 
known, Prior to the advent of steel 
or iron pens, quills or reeds were used 
for writing on skins or jyirenments 
for centuries, 

The English word pen is from the 
Latin penna, a feather, because quills 
were used for pens, 

The first instance of an iron pen be- 
ing used on paper or parchment is_re- 
corded as having occurred in 1685. 
This first attempt was a rudo imita- 
tion of a quill, and its use very limited, 
Crude and imperfect as this embryo 
pen was, others fashioned after the 
same model, a clumsy iron quill, were 
the best any one could afford up to 
about the beginning of the present 
century. In 1808 Wise made the 
steel barrel pen, which, besides being 
very clumsy, Was also ex pensive—con- 
sequently it was never used to any 
great extent. In 1820 Joseph Gillot, 
an ingenious English manufacturer, 
who had, up to the date given, been 
engaged in the manufacture of abarrel 
pen, made a lucky hit, whereby he 
could manufacture the steel pen in al- 
most exactly the same style in which 
it is used today. These be made in 
Birmingham, England, and sold at 
what seems to us of the present day an 
enormous figure, $36 pe® gross. Imn- 
provement and competition soon re- 
duced the price. In 1830, ten years 
later, they sold for $2.a gross, and in 
1860 for twelve cents, At the present 
time a steel pen, better than the Gillot 
of 1820, can be bought for less than 
ie cents a gross,—St. Louis Repub- 
ic, 


Animal Friendship, 

Here is another story about the 
friendship of animals. A blacksmith 
named ‘Thomas lae bought a little 
black faced lamb and put itinto a field 
in which were a cow anda little Gallo- 
way pony. The lamb took no notice 
of the cow, but soon began to show 
great fondness for the pony, which re- 
turned its affection, and the two 
friends kept constantly in each other's 
company.

What They Eat in Timbuctoo, 

The people of Timbuctoo live on the 
whole very comfortably, in an eco- 
nomic sense, and Dr, Lenz saw very 
few signs of poverty or beggary among 
them, They have three meals a day, 
The first at’ 9 a. m., consists of small, 
new baked wheaten loaves, ‘‘of alto- 
gether excellent quality,” pieces of 
which, in eating, you successively dip 
into dishes of honey and fluid butter. 
The main meal, at 8p. m., is composed 
of two, sometimes three courses, sup- 
dlied by kuskus, vegetables, mutton or 
eet, poultry and pigeon, Everything 
is tastefully prepared, 

But what are kuskus? They are 
made of the flour of wheat, barley, 
maize or even negro millet. The 
meal is moistened; then, by a peculiar 
movement of the palm and the fingers 
it is twirled off into small grains. It 
is next dried in the sun, The kusicus 
are not cooked, but steamed by being 
put into an earthen pot riddled with 
small holes at the bottom, which is 
placed over another filled with water, 
resting on the flre. Emptied into a 
dish, the kuskus are strewn over with 
saffron sauce; then flesh and vegeta- 
bles are tastefully scattered over them, 
and they are eaten with the fingers of 
the right hand—though it requires 
some practice to carry them to the 
mouth without dropping any. 

Fish is relegated almost exclusively 
to the negroes, and a person has sunk 
very low who will eat any kind of 
fish. The evening meal, between 9 
and 10, consists generally of rice 
mingled with small pieces of meat. 
No spirituous liquors are drunk; the 
solid food is washed down only with 
water, taken from the calabashes, — 
Exchange. 


Legal, Yet Illegal. 

During the French maneuvers a cap- 
tain wishing to buy wine, by order of 
the general commanding, for distribu- 
tion in his company, failed to obtain 
such, Thereapon he requisitioned it 
from a country gentleman, who, as he 
was obliged to do, furnished the wine. 
This gentleman afterward sent in his 
bill to the government for the value of 
the wine, as he was legally entitled to, 
but instead of receiving his money, 
threerevenue officers calledon him and 
took proceedings against him because 
he had no right to sell wine. 

By the law of the country the pro- 
prietoris obliged to part with his wine 
when it is requisitioned, By the same 
law he can claim the value from the 
rovernment as if sold, but by the same 
lye again he is punishable for selling 
wine without a license, We also hope 
with La France Militaire that the rey- 
enue officers showed too much zele 
and too little logique.—Army and 
Navy Journal. 


The Growth of Trees, 

In the parish of Winfarthing are 
two magnificent oak trees, one of 
which is known as the ‘*Winfarthing 
oak;” the other is little inferier to it in 
magnitude, but appears to have been 
generally passed over in favor of the 
more celebrated tree first mentioned, 
These trees were inspected by Robert 
Marsham, F. R. §., the friend and cor- 
respondent of Gilbert White, and a 
great agriculturist, in the year 1744; 
and he has left in his diary accurate 
measurements of both, 

The larger tree measured at that 
time 88 feet 7inches in circumference, 
and the smaller just 80 feet. In the 
year 1874, when these trees were 
measured according to Marsham’s 
method, the larger tree was just 40 
feet incireumference, and the smaller 
80 feet. It will thus be seen that ono 
tree had increased 17 inches in 180 
years, Whereas the other had remained 
in statu quo,—London Standard,

The Right te Make Eiffel Towers, 


Ten months after WHilfel’s contract 
was made with the government he 
made another witha goldsmith named 
Jaluzot, by which he granted to the 
latter for six years the exclusive 
right to the reproduction of the tower 
in large or small size, and in any ma 
terial whatever, and agreed to lend 
him the working drawings, sell him 
the borings and remnants of the 
metal used in the construction of the 
tower, out of which Jaluvot intended 
to make little models and sell them as 
being of the same material as the 
tower, Jaluzot proposed also to make 
sinall gold models, to be put in jewel 
ers’ windows as an advertisement, and 
he made a numberof agreements with 
other jewelers for the use of the gold 
and iron models, 

Witfel, moreover, was by his contract 
to receive a percentage of the price of 
all goods of this kind sold or rented, 
About a year after this contract was 
made, Jaluzot found that a model 
maker, Dijeon, was getting out draw- 
ings formaking a model of the tower, 
in copper, at one-fiftieth the real size, 
whieh has been ordered by one Pas 
quier, who intended to exhibit it in 
America in asortof eyclorama, witha 
painted background, representing the 
other buildings of the exposition. 

Jaluzot then brought an action against 
Dijeon and Pasquier for infringement 
of copyright, and an action of war 
ranty against Hiffel to compel him to 
make good the loss caused by the in- 
fringement, The court, however, 
found that Eiffel, by his contract with 
the state, had conveyed to it all his 
rights and privileges connected with 
the tower, including the right of re- 
producing his design; that the conces- 
sion given him in return comprised 
the right of admitting visitors to the 
tower and of subletting the restau- 
rants, but did not convey back to him 
the copyright of the design, which, 
therefore, now belonged to the gov- 
emment, and thus tothe publie, In 
selling, therefore, the exclusive right 
of reproducing the design to Jaluzot 
he sold what he did not own, and the 
sale was consequently void, but the 
court held that He was bound to make 
good to Jaluzot whatever damage the 
latter suffered through the mistake. 

Meanwhile, Pasquier had brought 
suit against Jaluzot for indemnity for 
the damage he had suffered through 
the interruption of his scheme for an 
American exhibition, and the court 
decided that he was right, and that 
Jaluzot should pay him $1,200, which 
Hiffel, in his turn, should make good 
to Jaluzot, and ordered Eiffel to pay 
all the costs of all the suits.—Ameri- 
can Architect.

A New Roadway, 

A patent has been obtained by M. J, 
Dickens, of Bromley, Mnugland, for an 
invention which consists in placing 
wedge shaped or round courses of 
stone, brick, terra cotta, wood, rubber 
or other material (softer than the ma- 
terial of which the road is composed) at 
regular intervals, such courses to be 
either at an angle of 90 degs. or less 
to the direction of the road, according 
to the gradient of the same. These 
courses to be imbedded on concrete and 
surrounded with asphalt, cement or 
other paving as preferred, harder than 
the intermittent courses. The upper 
surface of the common paving will 
wear slightly rounded, pasta the 
softer courses slightly lower than the 
general line of surface; the corruga 
tion will then give the necessary foot 
hold, and form depressions for con- 
ducting the surface water to the chan- 
nels at the side of the road.—New 
York Telegram,

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THE SPEAKERSHIP., 

The contest over the Speakership of 
the House increases in intensity as the 
hour approaches for its settlement by 
the members. 

The canvass is characterized with un- 
usual earnestness and vigor both 
sides and with a good deal of uncalled 
for rancor and animosity on the part of 
Otis Wardwell and his friends. 

Mr. Barrett and his supporters, sus- 
tained in their course by long estub- 
lished Republican precedent, are cool, 
cali, and confident of success. 

If it has not occurred to the prinei- 
pals in this fight or their managers that 
the Republican party’s interest in it is 
paramount to the gratification of the 
ambition of any of its members it is 
time they were told of it. 

Did they but know it this Speaker- 
ship contest is likely to injure the Re- 
publican party in this State very much. 
It is likely to introduce divisions in the 
ranks, to engender bad feelings, to 
arouse factional animosities and con- 
flicts, and jeopardize its supremacy. 

The Republican party can’t afford to 
indulge in such things.

It is a part of the unwritten law 
governing the conduct of the Republi- 
can party to give the Speaker of the 
House a re-election. 

Wardwell and his henchmen want to 
Drenk down this enstom and punish 
Barrett for daring to be successful last 
year by throwing him overboard this.

Thus it will be seen that Wasdwell

Woburn Labor Troubles, 


The following public statement of the! 
Woburn Manufacturers’ Association is} 
self-explanatory : | 
On behalf of the leather manufacturers 

Woburn we desire to make a brief 

of the facts 
the existing labor troubles in our city. — | 
It is not our desire nor do we intend 
to enter into any newspaper controversy, 
and after plainly stating our position 
shall end right there, 
In the first) place, the eause of our 
present shutdown is not a question of 
Witges, but whether or not we shall have 
the management of our own business. 
On the morning of Dee. 9 some of the 
tanners, who had for a time discontinued 
Working in hides, were notified by a 
committee of the Knights of Labor that 
they must work in their usual number 
of hides each day or their men would 
be ordered out. The tanners, denying 
the right of any body of men to dictate 
to them in regard to the conduct of 
their own business, refused to comply, 
and on the morning of Dee. 10, the yard, 
beam house and outside men in the 
employ of James Skinner & Co, and 
James Houston & Co, were ordered to 
leave. Immediately the Directors of the 
Manufacturers Association called a meet- 
ing of that body, and, after hearing the 
Directors’ report, ib was unanimously 
voted to close our factories within thirty- 
six hours for an indefinite period, as 
provided in the by-laws of the Associa- 
tion, The men who struck wer 1. 
ing theirown price, demanded by Kuights 
of Labor, the new price list adopted by 
manufacturers not going into effect until 
the following week, so that the issue 
which has closed the factories of Woburn 
is not that of wages, but whether a 
manufacturer shall work in hides, or do 
anything regarding the management of 
his business under the direction of his 
own judgment, or under the dictation of 
a labor organization. 

Now, while we distinetly recognize the 
right of labor to organize for its own 
protection and to have a voice in fixing 
the amount of wages, so long as they 
employ only legitimate means, wo do 
most emphatically deny their right to 
interfere with any manufacturer in the 
conduct of his business, and having 
agreed upon the price to be paid for a 
day’s labor, to dictate to the employer 
just how that day's labor shall be ap- 
plied,

This is practically the difference 
between the manufacturers’ price list 
and the Knights of Labor, the Jatter not 
only fixing day’s pay, but fixing also 
1ount of work to be done for 
We claim the right to pay for 
\ work of 10 hours and have that 
work applied in such manner as we may 
agree with our men, as the varying con- 
ditions, both as to size and quality and 
the amount of labor desired to be ex- 
pended upon each side, some requiring 
more and some less, rendering it im- 
practicable to fix a day’s work that 
would apply with equal justice to all. 

It has been asserted that the price list 
posted by the manufacturers was ¢ 
siderable reduction from the pr 
were receiying. This is not the case to 
any extent: all the skilled Jabor reoeiv- 
ing about the same, and only a reduction 
of from 5 to 10 per cent, in some of the 
unskilled Jabor which had been forced 
up unreasonably high. It was made up 
jn a spirit of fairness, with a desire to 
be as liberal as the condition of business 
would allow, and was the minimum 
price, every manufacturer guaranteeing 
not to pay any less, and in many cases 
more was intended to be paid to men ot 
} more than average industry and faithful- 
| ness.

we wish to state that 
manufacturers of Woburn 
to be oppressive. We 
factories running and 
}furnished steady employment to our 
men through a long period of business 
depression unparalleled in the history of 
the leather trade, and at a great financial 
loss to many of the older houses which 
carried large stock, upon which there 
has been a continual shrinkage. We 
stand ready to accord to each and all 
our employes fair and honest treatment, 
but we 
}to us the vital question in the present 
case is not the question of wages, but

Some of the leather workmen now 
loafing by compulsion on our streets 
would be mighty glad to get back to 
their places in the shops, and some of 
them go so far as to openly declare that 
they ure going to do so, and right off, 
too, if it takes fighting todo it. It is 
pretty tough to deny a man the privi- 
lege of working for wages with which 
he would be perfectly satisfied when his 
family are in want and are likely to 
reach the verge of starvation before the 
winter is over if this labor trouble 
continues. Pretty hard, itis !— Woburn 
Journal. 

And this after only one week of the 
strike! The JourNAL states, in a very 
few sentences, the gist of the whole 
matter, ‘There were men in this town 
who were willing to go back to work 
after a short lonfing. But they re- 
minined out from fear of the leaders of 
the Knights of Labor. And that is 
the difficulty with the organization. 

We should have thought that the 
result in this town and in Salem would 
have taught the tanners of Woburn a 
lesson, but it looks as if there was to 
be an opportunity for them to gain the 
knowledge from ua bitter experience. 

It is to be regretted. 

The munufacturers can afford to 
remain idle better than the men. In 
fuct it is the judgment of those in this 
town, familiar with the business, that 


it would be better for them, and for the 
general trade, if their shops were closed 
until spring, and not a side of leather 
finished. What stock they have on 
hand could be sold at a profit. And in 
the present state of business, it is con- 
sidered fortunate if the leather men 
are able to figure up a profit at the end 
of the year’s business. 

The men have made a serious blun- 
der, and the most serious of all is that 
blind following of the leaders of the 
organization which compels them to 
see their families in want because they 
are not allowed to work. ‘Tbe sooner 
these men realize the fact, and re- 
nounce their allegiances to such an 
organization, the better it will be for 
them and for the business in the town 
of Woburn.—Peabody Press.

THREE DEER IN THREE SHOTS, 
A Sportsman Tella the Tre Story of Mow 


Tle Did Sueh Good Shooting, 


Tate one afternoon in the early win 
jter of 1880, as Twas leisurely riding 
along returning to our Montana raneh 
near the Highwood mountains, three 
deor, a buek and two does, jumped out 
of a small clump ef trees in front of 
me, min outa short distance on the 
prairie, deliberately stopped short and 
turned to pave upon me, The distance 
was well within 150 yards, and imme 
diately dismounting IT threw up my 
rifle, drew sights on the buek, and at 
the sharp crack he fell, With the re 
mark, “Ay ell, old fellow, you are my 
meat,” pumped in another cartridge 
from the magazine and fired at the 
largest doe, With one jump down 
she went sprawling. By this time the 
third deer was running and had 
reached the edge of the woods, and 
While she was in the air bounding 
over a log Lfired, She also fell, but 
was up and off again ina moment, 
Feeling sure of the first two deer and 
leaving them to take care of them 
selves, L ran to the woods for the vie 
tim of my third shot. As [expected 
I found the snow plentifully spattered 
with blood. After following the trail 
for a short distance | found where the 
deer had lain down, leaving a pool of 
blood, and not much further along I 
| found the doe again lying down and 
gasping out her last breath. On ex 
amination I could not tind where my 
rifle ball had entered, but beneath the 
right foreleg I discovered a splinter 
of wood protruding from a jagged 
wound, The following day I returned 
to the spot where the doe had jumped 
the log when I shot at it, and discoy- 
ered the bullet hole in the log, IT lad 
missed the deer, but as she jumped she 


had been impaled upon a sharp 
branch, and in this extraordinary 
manner had received her death 


wound, 
| As for the second deer at which I 
had shot, and which I supposed 1] 
should find dead at the spot where it 
had fallen, or not faraway, on return 
ing to the place I was forced to the con- 
clusion that I had missed it, There was 
}no sign of blood on the snow, and 
nothing to make me believe that the 
deer had been wounded, The cause of 
its fall was apparent; at its first jump 
and at the moment Ishotit had etek 
a piece of ice covered lightly by the 
snow, slipped on it and went down in 
aheap. I never saw the deer again. 
I then looked for the buck at which I 
had first fired. He was nowhere to be 
found, I saw where he had fallen and 
floundered in the snow, and then 
where he had made off. Two days 
later Isawa party of a dozen Black- 
feet or Piegan Indians circling a deer 
on the prairie about a mile distant. 
After an exciting chase, in which they 
turned the deer from point to point by 
their shots and shouting, they rode 
the bewildered animal down and shot 
him. I rode to the spot, and there lay 
the buck at which I had fired. I was 
contident it was the same from a mal 
formation of the antlers, which I had 
noticed when I had shot at him two 
days before. And there was the mark 
of my bullet through the top of the 
neck, The ball had creased the deer, 
that is, ithad gone through the gristle 
on the top of the neck, and had drop 
ped him as effectually as if shot 
through the heart, but the wound had
